The only knovm specimen of the Rialto, CA, token is in a museum. 

The Macon, GA, wooden nickels were reported by James Eshleman some time back and 
we were hoping we could get a supply of them for New Issues Service. It is nov/ evi- 
dent that we shall not. These things will be very difficult to obtain, and so far 
the only complete set is that owned by Mr. Eshleman. The tokens are pictured in this 
issue. Some of them were a bit dirty, but collectors can at least tell v/hat tliey look 
like from the page of photos. The tokens were valid only one month, from August 1 to 
September 1, 1975. They were given free to senior citizens and low income people who 
ordinarily can't afford to ride buses. Regular fare in Macon for everyone is 30<?. 
Letters to all sorts of people in Macon have not turned up even one of these tokens! 
Incidentally, Alderman Spencer Llorens, vjhose name is on 580 0, was murdered a fev/ 
months ago by a burglar who broke into his hone. 

The Fulton Perry was one of five lines owned by the Brooklyn Union Ferry Co., 
and the line v/as started in 1814, according to NEVA NEWS. I'Jhen the Brooklyn Bridge 
opened in 1883, this cut heavily into tlie ferry business, and the ferry line ceased 
in 1924. Unfortunately there is now some doubt about the authenticity of this token. 
The to]:en will be listed in the 1977 Catalogue Supplement which Jlr. Coffee is produc- 
ing, with a photograph. But since the book was nailed to the printer we have learned 
that "several" of these ferry tokens have turned up all at once in California. The 
token looked OK, but on further reflection, v/e are not now prepared to assert its autli- 
enticity. So collectors should not pay rauch of anything for this item until we get 
more information. We list it nov7 because vre are trying to list everything by this 
issue which v;ill be in the 1977 Catalogue Supplement. But the first thing you should 
when you get the new book is cross out the price listed for this token — we believe it 
was $10.00 — and write in "doubtful" in place of the price. But... write it in pencil. 

Duane Feisei purchased a large collection of trade checks of Washington and Ore- 
gon, and among various other odds fi ends in the collection was the Dodgeville, Wise. 

The different colors of tlie Non-Revenue tokens for the Newport Bridge will be a 
surprise to some people. We've decided to relist all tokens of this bridge under a 
separate heading, and this is how they are listed in the 1977 Catalogue supplement. 

When we first learned about the red non-revenue token, the Authority was quite friendly 
and sold tlaem to anyone who wrote in and sent $2. But when we learned of the new col- 
ors in the Meyer & Wenthe records, and wrote in to get the yellow, blue, and green 
ones, we v;ere told in no uncertain terms that these tokens would never be released. 

But "never" is a very long word, and we suspect that these things will dribble out, 
one way or another, in due time. 

We are listing the Presentation Pieces in the same order — I hope — that they are 
listed in the 1977 Supplement. We hope that Franklin Mint vrill release striking fig- 
ures on the silver and gold Philadelphia Bicentennial tokens, when the program stops. 

Which brings us to some items mentioned in the past. First on the Fond du Lac, 
Wis., tokens listed in December. We have learned that v/e shall be getting supplies of 
these for N.I.S., eventually. 

There was an ad last month advertising a new token for Lancaster, Ohio, This 
token was received too late for inclusion in the 1977 Supplement, so we are holding 
the listing for the February issue, so we can raake a clean cut-off this month. I.e., 
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the 1977 Supplement book will include everything listed in THE FARE BOX through the 
January 1977 issue. You can begin making additions to the new book with the February 
1977 Fare Bax. 

There was also mention last month of possibly only 200 each of the Canso Causeway 
tokens being struck. We now have later figures on these: there v/ere 15,000 of the 
22rnin token struck; 1,500 of the 25rnm; and 1,000 of the 29rira token. With these larger 
quantities perhaps some of the tokens will get out one of these days. But before we 
list them we want to see them "in the flesh," or at least photos or rubbings. 

La^nrence Hopper of Des Moines sends along an interesting item; a 32min button 
which you pinned to your clothing. It was good, like a pass, from November 26 until 
December 24, 1976. You bought the button-pass for 25<?, and then v/hen you rode the 
Shoppers Shuttle you deposited only 10<?, if you rode betvjeen 9:00 a.m. and 3:30 p.m. , 
or all day Saturday. Of course we do not list badges or buttons. Our list of metal 
passes is limited to hand-held passes. If we listed badges good for a ride, then we*d 
have to list the cap badges of all the transit lines who permitted employees to ride 
when they had their cap badges onl But it is an interesting and related item, and in- 
terested collectors might want to write Mr. Hopper to see if they might purchase one. 

Also a letter cones from Ernie Mehnert, wherein he says he has communicated v/ith 
a Dave Mueller of the National Historical Society, They v/ill send you a Hawaii 330 A 
token (Kahului Railroad) for a $3,50 donation. Collectors interested may write to 
Mr. D.J. Mueller - P.O. Box 29601 - Honolulu, HI 96820.

At last another report for youi Hopefully I will be able 
to provide more regular reports in the future now that some 
other matters are out of the way. 

The New Haven token may very well have been reordered by 
now so that additional reverse varieties exist. The Hospital 
did not reply to my inquiry, but I know that several collectors 
have gotten the token. 

The NIU token from De Kalb was made by M&W, but I have no 
details of quantity made or date shipped, I have not tried to 
write the University for tokens. 

All I got back from Elizabethtown when I inquired and sent 
money was an empty envelope 1 I suspect that tokens were sent, 
but removed by a dishonest postal employee as the envelope had 
been slit open and resealed with transparent tape along the bottom. 

The I.M.H. on the B token from Lansing stands for Ingram 
Medical Hospital. According to information provided by Mr. Rider, 
patients can have free parking by picking up a token vrhan leaving 
the office, but without ,the token, the parking fee is 50<:. I 
did not try writing, bu the address is 401 West Greenlawn, zip 
48910, if you want to try. 

The. note accompanying the response to my inquiry to the 
Community Services Center in Lansing was "This is our last token." 
So, it may prove to be difficult to obtain, but since 4,000 
pieces total were made, there should be some around somewhere. 

The Maiden Lane token comes as no real surprise to me. I 
suspect it dates back to twenty years ago as this company was 
listed in a Western Industries compilation of par.king gate in- 
stallations to which I wrote "way back when" to really get the 
collecting of parking tokens started. No reply was received by 
me, I have in the back of my mind that Maiden Lane may have been 
a parking equipment supplier and installer; if so, this token 
may be more properly listed as a MSPT. Obviously, more information 
is needed. 

My inquiry to Buffalo was returned without comment, but I 
do have the token. 

From Lock Haven, I received 3 tokens (and no information) 
in response to the inquiry and I had sent to the City 
Treasurer. 

For Walla Walla, I sent $1 and obtained one of the B tokens, 
and no information. Sorry, but I do not have an address. 

Mr, Erickson has supplied me with foil impressions of a 
number of new Milwaukee listings. This makes for a complicated 
group of tokens, and I did not even try to write the place to 
get tokens — perhaps someone can visit there and select out the 
various pieces for collectors. The Blood Center and the VA 
Center did not reply to my earlier inquiries, and I did not try 
again for these new listings. 

My $1 and inquiry form were returned from Racine without any 
comment, but at least I got my money back! 

My initial inquiry to the Connor Hotel was returned by the 
bookkeeper with the comment that tokens were never used. However, 
after a couple of telephone calls, I made contact with the owner 
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of the hotel, and he initially made the same comment. Since I 
had one of tokens, however, and information as to whan they 
had been shipped from M&W, I was able to jog the owner’s memory, 
and he did then recall having used the tokens for a while. This 
may prove to be a difficult item. 

The new MSPT tokens all came from MaW, and I have no idea 
of where they might have been used. The inscriptions suggest a 
stock token rather than a specific location use. 

Apart from the two unattributed tokens reported by Mr. 
Weighell, the remaining items are from M&W. M&W sells tokens to 
equipment suppliers and installers, and that is where all these 
orders went, and I cannot tell the locations. Most of the 
suppliers and installers have a number of offices, so knowing 
which company ordered the tokens is not much help. However, the 
NCNB token (3035) was sent to a supplier in North Carolina, so 
I can speculate that the initials stand for North Carolina Nation- 
al Bank. The 3042 token could very well be from the state of 
Washington* I note from a map that there is a Wenatchee River 
near the town of Wenatchee in central Washington. 

By next month, I hope to have sorted out the various reports 
that have come into me from other collectors. There is quits an 
accumulation, but I still welcome more. My enthusiasm for park- 
ing tokens waned when I was so snowed under by all the information 
from M&W, but it is returning now*

his lA 930 K, But turned out to be a different die variety. 

The Editor picked up an England 730 PB recently, and I got it from England. 

I had always wanted one of these Train's Patent tokens, and finally achieved that 
goal. And at a reasonable price. My enthusiasm for foreign tokens is selective, 
but English horsecar and omnibus tokens are at the top of the list for me. 

Another token I acquired not long ago is very likely not transportation, but 
still related some way to transportation. Here is the description;

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= TRANSPORTATION TOKENS IN NEW YORK’S MOST PRESTIGIOUS COIN lUSEUM = 

By George CuhaJ (AVA I623J) 

Way up on the west side of Manhattan at 155th Street, away from the hustle and 
bustle of 42nd Street, is the Audobon Terrace. Located in the Terrace are six cult- 
ural institutions. But of interest to us is the one along the back of this block- 
long complex: the American Numismatic Society’s museum and library. 

As we enter through the large bronze doors we are greeted by the security guard 
who asks us to sign the register and check our coats. If you wish, you may remain on 
the first floor to examine the displays of coins and medals which span 2,600 years of 
history. But we are interested in the Society's transportation token collection so 
we mount the marble staircase to the second floor where we are greeted by Dr, Richard 
Doty, Curator of Modern Coins and — just by chance — of the transportation tokens also. 
So now we sign another register which asks for the types of coins we wish to see. 

Dr. Doty then enters the two-storey high vault, goes to the rear of the second 
storey, and pulls out one of ten trays of transportation tokens, which he brings to 
the viewing area. Here the visitor may feast his eyes on such rarities as Cal if 760 
ABC; Conn 230 A, 320 A; NY 630 A C D E 1 M Q; and Manitoba 900 B-F; Ont 100 A, 675 
B 0; Quebec 620 M N. So you can see they have quite a few that would make a nice ad- 
dition to anyone's collection. 

Now as we lift our jaws off the floor we take a short peek at the most extensive 
numismatic library which has, io and behold, in the next to last shelf, ail three ed- 
itions of the Atwood Catalogue. If that isn't enough you may ask the librarian to go 
down a back stairway and come back with most any issue of The Fare Box you wish. 

Unfortunately it is necessary to end this article by reporting two sad things. 
First, the Society lacks most of the transportation tokens issued in the past six 
years due to the fact that the past curator did not keep up on new issues. (They 
will be glad to accept donations of any TT they need.) The second sad thing is that 
all the tokens are listed by the numbers in the 2nd edition of Atwood. When the 3rd 
was issued the past curator did not change any numbers. Thus there is quite a mess 
in a few areas, and to remedy this Dr. Doty has asked me to change the numbers while 
I am examining them as a sort of "charge" for looking at them. 

If you are ever in the Big Apple for a visit, the Museum is located on Broadway 
& 155th Streets, and is easily accessible by bus or subway (use NY 630 AS). And if 
you wish to donate a new token their address is American Numismatic Society - Broad- 
way between 155th & 156th Sts. - New York, NY 10032.

= PARKING TOKEN NOTES BY DUANE H. FEISEL = 

The lengthy report for this time consists mainly of tokens 
reported by collectors for which I had information from Meyer & 
Wenthe records, plus tokens known only from M&W records. Tokens 
falling in the latter category are marked *** in the price column. 
Whenever you see that, it means the listing is taken from the 
production records kept by M&W, and that I have never seen the 
token nor has it been reported to me by anyone else. In a few other 
cases, I have both the record and a token from M&W, but I might not 
have obtained any tokens from the user; for these cases, I have 
used a modest price. 

The City of Scottsboro’ did not respond to my inquiry, nor did 
they return the money sent. I have no idea of why the tokens with 
the punched star were made, or why in such small quantity. 

Several collectors have written about the Huntington Beach 
token, and Frank Kelley was able to get a brief reply from the City 
that the tokens are still in use, and are for an employee parking 
lot in the beach area. The stamped numerals probably are a code 
to denote a particular employee, and the painted tokens must be 
done that way as some sort of code. My inquiry to tJxe City went 
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and the $1 included went down the drain. Those 
cities which have employee parking and which use tokens seem to 
guard the tokens jealously. 

Apparently there are other reverse die varieties for the new 
report from Greenwich. The time span of issues suggests also 
the H and/or I reverses. 

I am not sure how the token from Palm Beach is used, but I 


can speculate that the stock brokerage firm hs.s a special gate 
operated lot for customers. Because of the time span for the two 
shipments, I would not be surprised to laarn of a die variety. 

My letter to Sheridan Pavilion Hospital wnt unanswered. It 
is now an older token, but perhaps someone in tha area can work on 
this one. 


No reply from Evergreen Park to my inquiry there. 

When I did not receive a reply from the company in Gary, I 
placed a telephone call. Tokens were remembered, at least, but 
there were none on hand. I wonder if any collector will be able 
to locate one now tiiat it is known? 

In the listing, I neglected to write down that the Muncie 
token is for the Greenhill Country Club. Again, my inquiry there 
was not answered. 

Two new tokens from Shreveport. The size difference is ob- 
vious between the two tokens. 

No reply to ny inquiry to Waltham, Raytheon is an electron- 
ics oriented company, and I called on them while I sold electronics 
items in the Boston area. However, I am now unable to recall the 
meaning of the initials S.I.S.D. One thing, the token was not 
used until after I had left the Boston area, so at least I did not 
overlook finding it. 

The Cassopolis tokens are obviously popular judging from the 
number of orders. My inquiry, accompanied by money, went without 
a reply. 

Same for Detroit — no reply, no return of money sent. 

Same for Grand Rapids--no reply, no return of money sent. I 
did get a telephone number for Kelmer Realty Co. from the operator, 
so I know they are still in operation. The no reply, no refund of 
money sent, also applies to Saint Mary's Hospital, 

The GM token must be used in a lot for venders calling on the 
purchasing department, but I am not sure of that. It has been re- 
ported to me by s few collectors that this token also appears with 
painted surfaces . 

No response, no refund from inquiry to Kansas City. I 
had an address of 39th and Rainbow. 

This is getting repetitious, but the facts are the facts. No 
i^eplYf no refund from Camden,. 

I did not try writing to the hospital in Hickory, so that is 
one you might be able to get. Apparently some collectors have 
gotten the token somehow. 

No reply or refund from my inquiry to Steubenville. 

Same for Dickenson, North Dakota. 

My letter to St, Luke's in Bethlehem brought a response that 
they knew nothing of the tokens. 

I didn't try the Meadville hospital. 

The response from Houston was that they never used tokens at 
that building. But at least the records indicate some were made. 

No response or return of money from Buckroe Beach, I am 
assuming this to be a parking token 
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assuiiiiny tiiis to be a parking token based on the size and appear- 
ance, but that is not a certainty. 

No reply or refund from my inquiry to tlie University of 
Wisconsin. And I didn't try writing to the Milwaukee cairipus. 

From earlier experience, I believed an inquiry to Howard 
University would not produce results. However, I understand that 
some collectors have found a way to get the tokens from there by 
writing. Wish I knew the secret I 

A few new unattributed tokens. The Belks piece appears to 
be in many collections, but no one has yet been able to identify 
the place where they are used. Someone might be able to tell us 
where Freedman’s Hospital is located. 

Finally, a few new stock tokens. I'll have some others to 
add in future reports. 

It seems like someone reported die varieties of the new Canada 
token, but I have not found the place I made the notes, I did not 
attempt to write the place. 

And to close off things for this time, some new reverse die 
varieties. I bet there must be a lot more varieties of this type 
to be listed considering all the Farcoa type tokens we have listed, 
and the length of time some of them have been known. When I 
visited M&W, I almost had' them convinced that putting a code number 
on each new Farcoa Token reverse would make good sense--they could 
control the die better, and it would sure make things easier for 
collectors attemting to identify the die I Apparently suggestion 
was not put into practice. But I still think it is a good idea! 

If anyone out there finds any of the tokens marked with *** in 
the price colunm, please send me a rubbing so that the token can be 
relisted with the knowledge that at least one collector has it. 

There are quite a few now, considering my earlier reports, that fit 
into the *** category; yet, I have had no reports of any being 
located. 

In the past, if I didn't receive a reply from a place, especially 
when I had sent money, I would follow up with a second, or even a 
third, inquiry. Now with postage costs going up, and my time being 
at a premium, I just do not have time for those follow-ups. So, it 
is up to some others of you to see what can be done to get a supply 
of tokens for collectors, 

IVhich brings up another subject — Parking Token New Issues 
Service. It has been a long time since I last made a shipment on 
PTNIS , and to tell the truth, I haven't been trying all that hard 
to get tokens for PTNIS, I have approached several collectors I 
feel are reliable and who have time with the idea that they take 
over PTNIS, but so far I have not found anyone willing. Is there 
anyone interested? It does take a lot of time and attention to 
detail, and is not a way to make money, believe me! But it is a 
valuable service to the hobby, and one which helps to stimulate 
interest in parking tokens. Perhaps I i^ill be able to squeeze in 
some time for PTNIS occasionaly, but it seems like I am always 
having less and less time for tokens!

This 
pier required 313 piles and weighed li+00 tons and was made mostly of wood. Check- 
ing the pictures shows no tracks or sign of a tram, therefore this token probably 
is either a pier admission token or pavillion admission token, in which case it is 
not a transportation item and will be omitted from the catalogues unless evidence 
to the contrary is supplied.

Apparently Baltimore needed more tokens to supplement the supply they had on 
hand. On April 1, 1976, tlie fare tvent to 40<? or 10 tokens for $3,75, This time the 
tokens were made by Roger Williams Mint, and the new ones will supplement the older 
ones which continue in use. The T on these tokens is called by the Authority the 
"flying T" logo. On the 16mm token it is correct on both sides, so am mentioning 
(logo) on both sides in listing this one. But on the 23mm token, which is a senior

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citizen tolcen, tlie "T" on the reverse leans the vnronq wayl So we can't call that T a 
logo. Apparently the authority sent the token with the T cut through and said "make 
us tokens like this, but solid," and that's what they got, backward -leaning T and all. 
Our New Issues Service will distribute the 16nrn token, but so far the Authority hasn't 
answered about sending a supply of the nevf 23mri one. We suspect the new 23min ones are 
mixed in with the older 23min ones and thev nay not wish to pick then out. So nov/ we 
have a no-logo 23nm senior token; a T-sc 23nn senior token; and now a backward-T 23min 
senior token 1 

The Michigan pattern apparently is the result of throv/ing a new die into a press 
tliat was stamping out other tokens, hence v/e have a token X7ith the vjrong letter in the 
center ivhich probably was stibnitted as a sample, or pattern. 

Then we have a senior citizen cab fare token for Lancaster, Ohio. I doubt if 
tliere is any transit line operating there so seniors v;ould be using taxis. Tokens are 
sold ten at a time to senior citizens who show proof of their age. So tokens are not 
obtainable under normal circumstances, Clara Migley had an ad in the December 1976 
Fare Box for these tokens, on page 176, 

Finally a token for the University of Wisconsin. There are several branches of 
this university and the token is used on the campus at Parkside. Service is provided 
by ttae Belle Urban System of Racine, and only operates on school days and when school 
is in session. There is also service from Kenosha but I doubt if tokens are used. 

The token went into use last September, probably on the 15th, 

I am correcting a slio I made listing the presentation piece last month. Incid- 
entally I don't knov; if they had a 1976 tour token, but doubt it. Would like to learn 
about one if it does exist. 

NevTton Baird reports the existence of an interesting item which was listed on a 
sale sheet put out by a Malden, Mass., dealer, who says he received over forty orders 
for it, but it went by telephone to a certain prominent New ISngland collector.

(Alameda), along Santa Clara Ave. to Ifebster St., along iJebster, over the 
bridge to Harrison Ave. (now Harrison St.) in Oakland to eitlier 10th or 12th Streets, 
and on to broadway. He figure the token is celluloid rather than vulcanite as they 
had essentially stopped using vulcanite by the 1890 *s.

The correct name of the boat pictured on this token is the "Erie L. Hackley," and not 
"Eric" as stated in the Catalogue, and which I copied from an old newspaper article. 
Jerry reports that, according to the local Hackley Heritage Association, Charles and 
Jul la Hackley adopted a girl and named her Erie, and the ferry was named for her.

March 31. Together with this issue we are including the Index to articles in 
Volume 30 of The Pare Box, which should be put at the end of your December 1976 issue. 

The cloth-bound Atwood Supplements arrived here March 29, all 50 cartons of them. 
I and a friend hauled the cartons up to my apartment, and over the next three days, 
we affixed address labels, postage stamps, and the "Books” rubber stamp. At this 
writing nearly all the bound versions of the 1977 Supplement have been put in the 
mail and you should be receiving yours very soon. The loose-leaf and spiral-bound 
versions were mailed last week and you should have those by now. Coming right during 
the same week I was preparing an issue of THE FARE BOX, these books gave me a rather 
hectic schedule, with the result that I have had to keep this issue down to 14 pages 
plus the Index, 

There are a number of blank pages in the 1977 Supplement. These are deliberate. 
If a state didn’t end on the left side page, we were forced to leave a blank page, so 
that each state's pages would be a separate unit. So don't imagine that you have a 
flawed copy when you see those blank pages. And, of course, I am already discovering 
some of the errors I made when I typed the book. The one that bothered me the most 
when I can across it was the reverse for Wis 5 A. Check the photo of this token on 
page 195 and then correct the reverse inscription as I typed it. Still and all, the 
mistakes are few and mostly unimportant and I'm quite pleased with our new Supplement. 
Some of you still haven't ordered your copy. I have them available now for immediate 
shipment, in heavy cardboard mailers which protect the corners of the book. Price 
only $5.50 to members postpaid; $7.50 to others. 

I've received our annual shipment of new address plates. The larger the number 
you order at one time, the cheaper they cost per plate. So I generally type the ad- 
dresses until March of each year, when I order nev/ plates. We needed 104 new plates 
and they cost us $52.07. That's 50<^ apiece I When we first got our addressing mach- 
ine they were only about 18t apiece. So if you move we really would appreciate a 
contribution to the Address Plate Fund, and those of you who have sent contributions, 
often very generous ones, my thanks on behalf of all of us. 

If you ever send anything for publication by means of our electronic stencil 
maker, please remember two things: leave at least a 3/4" margin on all four sides of 
the paper; and don’t use paper that has anything printed on the other side. It shows 
through and gets imaged by the machine. 

Next month; the amazing story of how a Texas member came up with 23 different 
unlisted depotels this year. We’ll have his story, and photos of all of them. 
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Air Cali forn ia i s a I oca I airline which serves a number of cities in Cali fornia, 
and a few years ago we learned that this airline, in conjunction with the Hertz Rent- 
a-Car firm, was using a number of varieties of ’’bonus tokens," The arrangement Is 
that if you rent a car from Hertz, and also plan to be flying out of the airport on 
Air California, they will give you one of these tokens at the Hertz desk, gratis. 

We first learned about this Item a few years back when then-AVA member E.L. 
Tomberlin, who drove the Airport Bus in Oakland, told us about them and obtained sup- 
plies of a couple of them for the New Issues Service. But except for the ones Mr. 
Tomberlin obtained for us, they have been extremely difficult to cone by. Hertz 
guards them like the crown jewels, and they won’t sell you one, won't give you one, 
won't do anything, unless you both rent a car and fly Air Cai I fornia. So when we 
learned that there were other tokens for airports other than Oakland, we had no l^'ay 
of listing them. The folks at the Hertz desk wouldn't even let us hold one long enough 
to copy down the inscription! So we only have four of them listed, three from Oakland, 
and one from San Francisco, as Cal 1000 G H I and AA. Of course they are not trans- 
portation fare tokens, but they are allied items, issued by a transportation firm, and 
as such they merit a listing under "Miscellaneous." 

But now thanks to connections high up in the industry, AVA President Joel Reznick 
has obtained 22 varieties of them, and in the process we have figured the series out. 

It now appears that there are six types of Air California bonus tokens, and we presume 
all six types have been used at each of eight different airports. There is also a 
single type for a ninth airport. The six types may briefly be described as fol lows: 


Type i; "One Cockta 1 1 " etc. 

Type 2: "Redeemable for $1.50" etc. label pasted over Type ifM , 

Type 3. $1,50 token with printed inscription (not a pasted label) 

Type 4, $1.00 label pasted over Type i®3. Ceconomy drive, no doubtH 

Type 5. $1.00 token with printed inscription (not a pasted label) 

Type 6. Yellow token with "valid to 12-31-76" 


All types are black & yellow printing on white plastic except Type ^6, which is a 
yel low token. Also, the first five types ail have the same obverse with the Hertz 
logo In black & yellow, and Air California with a sunburst. Type has added the 
expiration date "Valid to 12-31-76 only". 

The following airports used these tokens: 

1. Anaheim (for D i sney I and ) (symbo I SNA because airport is actually in Santa Ana) 

2. Burbank (symbol BUR) (only Type was used here as they stopped service 

3. Oakland (symbol OAK) 

4. Ontario (symbol ONT) 

5. Palm Springs (symbol PSP) 

6. Sacramento (symbols SMF or SAC) 

7. San Diego (symbol SAN) 

8. San Francisco (symbol SFO) 

9. San Jose (symbol SJC) 

Inasmuch as Air California stopped landing at Burbank, they never got beyond Type 
there, but probably aii six types exist from each of the other eight airports, giving 
a total of 49 varieties. 

On the following three pages I have arranged photographs of the 22 varieties in 
Joel Reznick's collection, noting the city and type under each pair of pictures. I 
placed the reverse to the left in each case, because that's the important side, and 
the obverse to the right. From these pictures you will be able to differentiate be- 
tween the six types quite easily. Apparently Type ilA is the scarcest, as Joei only 
has one of these (from Oakland; you can see the printing underneath the label at the 
bottom of the reverse inscription). The Hertz logo on obverse is in a yellow box. 

The yellow printing didn't come through very well, but except for that I believe the 
photos (actually Xerox reproductions) came out fairly well on our sene i I -maker.

This month we list three tokens that didn't get into the 1977 Supplement. On 
the K. & I. Ferry token, Mr. Coffee mentioned this on Page 112 of the August 1976 
Fare Box on the top of the page. This Is one he Just forgot to stick in the new book. 
This token was first listed as Unidentified sometime back, and when we were doing the 
1970 Atwood Catalogue I was told the token had been used at Uniontown, Ky. There may 
yet be a ferry token from Uniontown, but this isn't it. Too often, rushing to make a 
deadline, we list a token incorrectly. We have to learn more patience! 

Next a token similar to one we listed from Champaign last month. Nicolosi was 
told there was a similar token, but was not given a description. We were lucky that 
the bus company turned his request over to the Down-Town Bay City Shopping Center, and 
we were able to get the tokens for the New Issues Service. Information received with 
the tokens indicates that they were put into use August 12, 1976, and that 110,000 of 
them were purchased. Members purchase tokens at the office and give them out to their 
customers when a purchase is made. Some merchants don't even require a purchase. The 
tokens may be used in on-street parking meters, municipal parking lots, and for bus or 
taxi fares. There may be other tokens of this type, so if you spot any please let us 
know. 

The Thornvilfe, Ohio, hack token was mislaid and missed getting in the 1977 book. 
We did know about it. 1 don't recall who reported It — a non-member I believe — but I 
know it was in one of Paul Cunningham's auctions and was bought by Lance Thompson and 
Syd Joseph photographed It for us. Details on the use of the tokens are unknown. 

We're also running somewhat behind time on some things that should be mentioned 
in The Fare Box, Last December Lazear Israel mentioned that the Yel low Cab at the 
Los Angeles Airport, which also operated the Airport Limousines, went out of business, 
and that the RTD, the bus company of Los Angeles, began to provide service. As some 
of these fares may run to a few dollars, rather than have people try to stuff dollar 
bills into the fare box, a dispatcher at the airport is selling the plated tokens of 
Pasadena (Cal 240 B) in I leu of dol lar bi 1 1 s! Yellow Cab went out of business Decem- 
ber I, and RTD established service the next day, December 2, 1976. How long this will 
continue I don't know, but perhaps they may issue a new type of token eventually. 

Lately I have been confronted with a problem. For some time most of our tokens 
were manufactured by two major token manufacturers, but lately there have been appear- 
ing some tokens struck by other companies. There was quite a difference between what 
we called brass, and what we called bronze. But now with new firms coming into the 
token manufacturing business, we are getting tokens made of a metal which is more or 
less halfway between brass and bronze. Possibly the exact composition of this new 
halfway metal is a trade secret, so we may never know exactly what to call it. 
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For instance, take Conn 210 C. There were a couple of different orders, one of 
which some would call brass and some would call bronze. For the present we tackle thi 
problem by simply saying there are (shades) of the token, f'tort Dawson brought this to 
my attention. I could well be wrong In calling the token brass; some folks would call 
it bronze with as much justification. The reason for the use of the new halfway metal 
may be that the old bronze was too expensive, so they changed the mix slightly to save 
money, giving us the new halfway metal. 


Another recent token in the same category is Flint, Mich 315 0, which some may 
way to call brass, and 315 E, which some may want to call bronze. Maybe 315 D is the 
halfway metal and shouldn't be called brass at all. ^Incidental ly note that the num- 
bers assigned in the 1977 Supplement to the new Flint tokens are off. There already 
was an A. So the new ones should be B,C,D, and E, rather than A,B,C, and D.I! 

Another item has been brought to my attention by Mr. Coffee, We have a collector 
who claims that, because he has a plated token, it will not be listed. But that if I 
or John Coffee owned the token, it would be 1 Isted, The fact is v<e don't fist any so- 
called plated token unless we have evidence that the token was piated by the company 
that used it for a specific purpose. So show us who plated it, when, and for what 
rate of fare, and we'! I be delighted to list any plated token. At this time there's 
no evidence that Calif 745 0 was ever white metal -plated. The brass token was made 
in 1942, and in 1946 a fare increase caused them to switch to the token which reads 
"good for one token fare" on reverse. So how would this plated token fit in? There 
is a slight chance that in 1954 vyhen they WM-p!ated some of the Calif 745 T, that 
some may have been plated by error. But we don't list tokens plated by error. All 
tokens that were IVM-plated should have had "San Diego Transit System" on them. In 
plating tokens there is always the possibility of tokens of other companies getting 
plated by error. 


In the 1950's I visited some companies that had plated tokens, who had also pla- 
ted some tokens of other companies in with their own, by mistake. I saved these and 
have quite a number of these plated- in-error tokens, none of which are listed, of 
course. Among the tokens I acquired was a Calif 745 0 which was copper-plated. I 
cannot say it was plated in 1953 when San Diego plated the tokens with San Diego 
Transit System on them. So I do not, of course, demand that this token be listed! 

We only list those plated tokens for which we have evidence that they were deliberate- 
ly plated by the company and used. 

Another item that Mort Dawson inquired about: Fla 330 C and 0. At first these 
tokens came sol id, but later they were pierced. It is be I ieved that these tokens a I I 
had the same size hole in them, but as some some were still being used while others 
were being pierced, and others weren't available to be pierced, it's evident that the 
piercing was done at more than one tine. Therefore there are varieties in the size of 
the pierced holes in these tokens. So should we say "large <5. smalt hole"? or are 
there several different sizes of holes? Everyone has the right to ask a question like 
this. The chief trouble is that when I do solicit comments, no one ever answers!

The to88 of friends ia a great eadnese^ hut the remembranae of friends in later times, 
when the sadness has left, is a great comfort. We have lost two more of our merrbers. 
Russell Carter of Coventry, Rhode Island, AVA ^1266, joined us six years ago, and dur- 
ing that time he kept the quiet tenor of his ways, 1 did not know him well, and that 
is a douhle loss to me. Be died March 22, at age 57. 

Frits Bingen of Capelle aan den IJssel, Netherlands, AVA liL-272, is known to all 
of us. His name is a household word to readers of TEE FARE BOX for his many scholar- 
ly contributions to this paper. He received The Fare Box Literary Award a few years 
hick for one of his many fine articles, and would have received it many more times had 
it not been for our rule never to award it twice to the same person. I never met him 
in person, but our frequent correspondence over the past nineteen years since he came 
to the AVA made him one of my dearest and most valuable friends. In the mind's eye 
of my imagination I can still see him, sitting in his study surrounded by hooks and 
magazines and letters, researching the solution to yet another numismatic mystery. 

A gentleman and a scholar, he set a standard which is rarely accomplished. Be died 
April 2, at age 60, 


April 20, We are operating of a 3-week schedule until I leave for the West Coast 
in late June.

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In this issue we have another Supplement to the 
the most interesting of personal tokens are those 
big advertising-mirror types, made in imitation of 
the old-time mirrors from the turn of the century. 

One of the most attractive of these was received 
recently from AVA member Alvin Hendrickson of War- 
ren, Minn., which is reproduced to the right. He 
uses our AVA trolley car to advantage, making the 
inscription resemble the AVA official seal. The 
trolley in our seal, incidentally, is taken from 
a series of celluloid tokens struck in the late 
1890 's for use in Lancaster, OH, Indianapolis, IN,

are expensive bo make, but the members generally 
will send you one at cost. 

We haven't been getting too many reports for our New Finds department lately, 
but we can learn from studying the ads that rare tokens are turning up. For in- 
stance John Hamilton of Tucson has an ad in this issue for RI 620 C. I believe the 
one he found is only the third one known. I remember getting mine back about 1960 
from Al Hoch when tokens were very inexpensive. 

Gary Ascher reports that he .found a beautiful Wis 910 A, the Minshall token of 
Viroqua, wis,, with the big hack pictured on it. He found it in an antique store, 
and I believe his would be the 4th one known. Three of them have shown up in the 
past year, as a matter of fact. John Nicolosi found the original, I believe, from 
Mr. Minshall himself. It took John years to get it. He kept sending the gentleman 
Christmas cards, and finally was rewarded for his perseverence. 

Milton Heitman found another Iowa 930 K, his second. Then a friend said he also 
had one, but the friend's was a distinct die variety. The friend swapped, so now Milt 
has both die varieties. The difference is the placement of the "S." in "S. Shilliam" 
on obverse. In Ka this S. is right beside the "A" of "Waterloo" while in Kb this S. 
is beside the "T" of Waterloo, 

Bob Harris writes that he picked up Utah 800 A while he was visiting near Suimy- 
vale. I'd like to know more about how this token was used. Another Utah token, if it 
is a Utah token, that intrigues me is the one pictured at the bottom of Page 550 in 
Atwood. I own this token and put the picture in when I was making up the Atwood Cat- 
alogue, but no one has ever come up with any information about it. Strangely enough 
the token hasn't been listed anywhere, in Unidentified or under Utah or anything. We 
are just waiting to learn something about Vernal City Lines, 

Finally, Ray Saunders of Ironton, OH, reports picking up Ohio 35 A this month.

Don Maseau sent us the fottcmying account^ written by Mrs, M. Ryan of Deseronto, 
a daughter of the proprietor of the tine. As is our oustom in publishing these first- 
person. remini so enoesj I have left her language intact exactly a.s written^ to preserve 
the spirit of the account, 

Henry "Hank" Howard and Sam Allen started the first and only bus line ever in 

Deseronto. It was started about 90 yrs. ago. The first coach was one with a high 

seat where the driver sat with his foot on the strap which held the door closed so 
the passengers would not fail out. The second one was larger and had the door In the 
back. The stable and yard was located in Sams yard. He ran the grist milt. 

When the Bay of Quinte R.R. could not get out to the Junction so people might 

catch the train they were taken In the bus out the boundary road east of Town and 

through the fields to the junction. My father started on the old Bay of Quinte R.R. 
which was owned by the Rathbun Co. They also made snow plows, busses and street cars 
for many places, Dad then went to the Grand Trunk R.R., the Great Northern, and re- 
tired after being with the Canadian National R.R. He also drove the bus at times for 
Uncle Hank. Mrs Howard my Dad’s sister took care of al I the book-keeping. Uncle 

Hanks oldest son Ernie Howard also drove the bus. His other son Hubert took over the 

express, freight and mail routes. He also had the contract for this. There was never 
any other bus line until the Colonial and Voyageur started coming through Town. 

Deseronto has Just one Hotel now, the Art ington owned & managed by Stan Marek. 

But there v/as the Empress, Oriental, O'Connor House, STeward House and Deseronto 
House. 

I am enclosing a picture of Hank Howard with two of his horses down at the sta- 
tion. They were not the team used for the busses. And this picture was taken after 
1912 as I remember the horses. The bay mare was rubbed down and all slicked up as 

every evening about 7 P.M, my Aunt & Uncle drove from Thomas & Fourth St. to Thomas & 

Mill St. to col lect the mail and then take it to the Post Office. 

This land on which the town was built was a gift from the Chief of the Mohawk 
Tribe. They came here from New York. The reserve is Just west of the town. A former 
Chief has a marvelous museum of Indian Artifacts & the silver presented by Queen Anne 
to the first chief when he visited England. 

Have enquired about tokens and no one seems to remember them but one lady might. 
Just have to convince her as she hates to part with anything.

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= TOKENS OF THE THOMPSONTOWN BRIDGE COMPANY = 
By Ray Byrne

The Thompsontown (Pennsylvania) Bridge Company was organized in 1857. During 
1857 and 1858 a covered (roofed) bridge was constructed over the Juniata River at 
Thompsontown by Wife & Ebey at a cost of $11,575. The bridge was used extensively 
from this time until February 7, 1874, when a severe ice flood demolished the struc- 
ture, The bridge was never rebuilt. 

During the period of use (1857-58 to 1874) tokens were used for all crossovers 
by farmers and their animals at varying rates, and tokens in the following values 
were made locally in a crude fashion from a hardened white metal, or a mixture of cop- 
per-nickel and pot metal: (cents) 3,5,6,10,12,20,24, and 40. The wide variance and 
number of values was deemed necessary due to the charges for crossing which were set 
as fol lows; 

Footman 3<?; man & wheelbarrow 5<f; horned cattle (each) 3€; hogs Id; sheet 3/4d 
(each); footman on Sundays, free; children under 7 years, free. A footnote on the 
posted sign read "$5.00 fine is toll is not paid." These rates were taken from an 
early broadside advertising the bridge and the rates (courtesy of Tom (Sordon of 
Westminster, Md , ) 

(Editor's Note: In the 197? Supplement^ thinking these tokens loere much more 
recent in vintage^ I assigned a value of only $2 each. Obviously they are in tl'ie $10 
category and you should correct your book accordingly , The tokens so far found are 
Pa 905 A and and they are pictured on page 162 of the 1977 Supplement.)

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= A GREAT FIND OF DEPOTEL TOKENS = 
By Hank Reidling

About five years ago I was in an antique shop searching for tokens when an elder- 
ly gentleman asked me if I v/as interested in railroad passes and such. I replied that 
I did have a small collection of these and v/as mildly interested. He introduced him- 
self as the husband of the shop owner, and told me to drop by again and he v/ould have 
his collection of railroad passes to show me. 

About a month later I v;as in the area again and dropped by to see his collection. 
He produced a plastic bread sack containing about fifty old railroad passes and, to 
my astonishment, more cardboard depotel tokens that I had ever seen before! My wife, 
who was v/ith me, says my hands fairly trembled as I looked them over. When I recover- 
ed my composure, I tried to hide my excitement as I told him that these were tokens 
and not passes, and exactly the kind of thing I collected. I pointed out the "Good 
For One Fare" on most of them. He replied that he hadn't thought of them like that. 

Then I got to the point. Would he sell them? After thinking about it for awhile 
he finally said "No." I pointed out that two of them were duplicates so he agreed to 
sell mo one of these. After much pleading he also let me buy one from Kingfisher, OK, 

as I told him my grandfather used to drive the hack there. Then he put the others away 

and that was that. 

From time to time over the next three years I v/ould drop in and ask "Are you ready 
to sell me those other tokens yet?" The answer was always "Nope, Not yet," Then one 
day I missed the old gent when I went in and when I asked about him his wife told me 
that he had passed away. I was saddened by this nev7s as I had grown quite fond of him, 
and always enjoyed my visits with him. She asked if I were still interested in the 
tokens and said she might sell them. 

The next two years vrere spent in reminding her to keep looking for them, and 

once she found them to bring them to the shop. Finally the great day arrived when I 

went by the shop, and she had the sack. I was able to buy the whole "collection," in- 
cluding railroad passes, for a quite reasonable sum. Including the two I had previous- 
ly bought there were 22 round tokens and 9 square or rectangular ones. There were 
also four hack line tickets from Wichita Falls, Texas, which had obviously been torn 
from a booklet like chits. These were the first of this kind I had ever seen. 

Now the amazing part to me is that of all these tokens, only one is listed in 
Atwood: Tex 950 B. Also the ones without city and/or state printed on the token had 
the town written on the back, with one exception, (I am hopeful that some AVA sleuth 
will be able to track this one do™.) 

Some other interesting features of some of these tokens are: the Brigman & Talley 
token from Hobart, OK, almost certainly a successor to the OK 425 A already listed. 

It also is a combination fare token and timetable token! 

So don't give up hope. Good tokens are still out there and in numbers, too. 

Also be patient, as I was. Five years is a long time to v/ait, but 22 depotels is a 
nice payoff.

= NOTES BY RALPH FREIBERG = 

This month we have added a lot of tokens to everyone's want-list S First a few 
comments on the Hertz tokens pictured last month. We already listed 1000 AA in the 
1977 Red Supplement, and this is Type #5, so we can't follow our listings in the 
same order as the tokens are typed by Joel in the photos . So our lOOO AB is Type 4 
and our 1000 AC is Type 6. As noted by John Coffee, the first five types are printed 
in two colors. But type #6, a yellow token, is printed only in black of course. 

Joel did miss one airport in his list. They also serve the Lake Tahoe airport. I 
don't know if tokens were ever marked for that airport or not. Incidentally, al- 
though 1000 AC has an expiration date as of last December 31, they are actually still 
in use. I'd like to get at least one yellow one, but whenever you ask for one you get 
that "Get av/ay, little boyj" look. The SMF for the earlier Sacramento tokens is prob- 
ably because it was called Sacramento Metro Field. 
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f'iarie Johnson found the Brazil, Ind., token and thought she had the "A" token 
corning, but it turned out to be entirely different. The person from whom she got the 
token said it had come out of the estate of the widow of General George Armstrong 
Custer, who fell on June 25, 1876, at Little Bighorn. 

Hank Reidling has a brief story in this issue about how he found this hoard of 
old round cardboard depotel tokens. In the same lot were several rectangular depotel 
tokens, of the resuable type. These were used repeatedly, like tokens, but we have 
to draw the line somewhere on cardboard tokens, and we drav/ it at the round shape. 
Notice we have our first transportation tokens with "I.T." on them here, for Indian 
Territory, which was part of Oklahoma prior to 1907 statehood. Hank sent the whole 
hoard to John Coffee to photograph. The photos would not reproduce well on our sten- 
cil maker, so John sent them to Chicago to be offset, and we hope to have photos of 
all of them in this issue. 

Ken Bassett found the C.C. Sawyer depotel token in Trenton, Mo, That, plus the 
mention of the Elk Hotel, which is also mentioned on several other tokens of Trenton, 
is sufficient proof that the token was used in Trenton. Trenton has 8 different de- 
potel tokens listed I John Coffee, who bought the Sawyer token from Ken, says he has 
seven of them. 

Gary Pipher found a listing for E.J. Dorey as owner of the White Bus Line in 
Binghamton, so we move this one from Mavericks to Binghamton, 

Roger Bolz says he found the Vermilion, OH, token in a box of mavericks he was 
going through looking for trade checks of Nebraska. We had skipped a couple of num- 
bers in anticipation of finding the missing years, and this one is one of the missing 
years, so we assign it the C listing. 

Hector Turgeon reports that 100,000 more tokens were struck for Providence to 
supplement their supply, and the new tokens came through minus the mintmark, so we 
have a new listing. We are happy to report he was also able to get us a supply of 
the new no-mintmark token for our New Issues Service, and these will be sent out this 
month. This is the only non-census toJien listed this month, 

I'm also listing a token that was mentioned in the Harry Strough auction, and am 
hoping I have the correct wording for it. There was another token in that auction, 
same as Tex 810 G but blue, I'm always afraid to list these close colors like blue 
instead of green, so would like to see the tokens side by side before we list the new 
one. 

The Gifford-Inchelium Ferry crosses the Columbia River in a remote part of Wash- 
ington State, Clarence Heppner had heard about this token, and reported its existence, 
to John Coffee several years back. But no one among us had seen the token until Duane 
bought a collection of western trade checks and found this token among them. 

Glen Williams reported the Wisconsin Plank Road token to John Coffee nearly a 
year ago but asked that it not be listed until he obtained more information on it. 

When Glen finally gave us permission to list it, it was too late to get it in the 1977 
Red Supplement. In any case, Glen informs us that construction began on tdiis road in 
1851, and completion a year or so later. Later a stage operated over the road from 
Milwaukee to Galena, IL, with a lodging stop at Janesville. Where exactly the East 
Gate, mentioned on the token, was situated I do not know. I'm listing the token this 
way because the road ran through several towns. 

No information on the Unidentified except that, since all the tokens Hank Reidling 
found were from Texas, Oklahoma, and Kansas, v/e assume this Gilbert token is from one 
of those state. And as the other one was made by Moise in San Francisco, it probably 
is from a western state. 

Comes a letter now from Mr. O'Brien asking why the two timetables listed in David 
Schenkman's survey book are not listed in Atwood, I don't have David's $25.00 book, 
so that's why they aren’t in Atwood. they are. If anyone else sees any more 

listings like this — in other books — which we don't have, please let us know. 

In a recent "Variety Fare" in The Fare Box there were 4 varieties of the Los 
Angeles souvenir token pictured. There are 5 pictured in the 1977 Red Supplement, 

To avoid confusion, we suggest that the reference numbers in the book be used by col- 
lectors. 

In the 1977 Supplement, John Coffee reports he neglected to put "enlargement" 
under certain tokens. Tokens which are enlarged photos are Va 535 D, 600 N and O, 
and Unidentified #120. We hope this covers all of them.

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= FRITS J. BINGEN: A REflEMBRANCE =

Last week I received a registered letter from Capelle aan den IJssel, Netherlands, 
Now the usual letter from Capelle would bring news of a new discovery in tokens, a re- 
cent find buried in some obscure rauseum, or help with a thorny research problem. Of 
course I opened the letter witla eager anticipation, only to find it brought news of 
the death of one of the greatest researchers in modern numismatics, Frits J. Bingen. 

Frits Bingen, v^ho held an executive post with the Rotterdam Municipality, was in- 
terested in all phases of numismatics over the past 400 years. His basic research on 
the gate tokens of Europe won him The Fare Box Literary Award of the A.V.A., and his 
"Fifty Years of Finland's Coinage" won him a Heath Literary Award from the American 
Numismatic Association. Frits' outstanding collection of gas and electric tokens from 
the Netherlands was the basis for a catalogue compiled for the Royal Dutch Mint at 
Utrecht. 

After becoming a member of the A.V.A. in 1958 a significant portion of his re- 
search was devoted to the still virgin territory of European transport tokens. He 
brought to light the city gate and bridge tokens used in Central Europe as early as 
1549, and took a special interest in uncovering their background. His article on the 
gate tokens of Prague is the standard work on the subject. Frits Bingen wasn't content 
only with new discoveries. He was constantly trying to correct and refine known list- 
ings of tokens. He was eager to bring to publication his many discoveries, but he was 
of the perfectionist school and would often delay and polish an article pending an in- 
quiry to some distant archive, library, or museum. 

Foreign collectors visiting the Netherlands were alv/ays given a warm welcome at 
the Bingen home. Several young American collectors travelling in Europe had their 
numismatic horizons broadened by a visit to Capelle, The Bingen numismatic cabinet 
and library were a study in organization and exactitude. Frits copies and bound sig- 
nificant obscure articles and monographs from libraries around the world. You could 
ask about the legend on a rare token, and Frits vrould go directly to the original ref- 
erence. 

The passing April 2 of Frits J. Bingen leaves a gap in numismatic research that 
will not be filled for a long time. The absence of his wise counsel and his facility 
in Dutch, German, French, and English, will be felt for years to come. He leaves a 
wife. Lea, and daughter, Pauline.

315 E; 38^ copper, 38^ zinc, 14^ silver, 5% iron, % lead. 

Theseare approximate percentages, but very close, incidentally, the composition of 
Mich 315 A is: 33^ copper, 33^ nickel, 10^ silver, 20^ zinc, 55^ iron. 
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= THE MARKET STREET RAILWAY OF SAN FRANCISCO =

Every boy and girl has a dream of what they want to be when they grow up. Some 
achieve their dreams; most do not, I belong to the latter group because I wanted to 
be a motorman, but my dream was out of reach because I was born too late in "the age 
of the streetcar." But I was fortunate enough to have grown up in San Francisco, a 
city which saw the streetcar as a boon to urban transit. Perhaps nowhere else In the 
world was there a city which utilized the streetcar to the extent that San Francisco 
did. And streetcars in San Francisco means THE WRKET STREET RAILWAY. 

In 1921 when the Market Street Railway took over the operations of the United 
Railroads, San Francisco had the distinction of having two competing transit systems: 
one publicly owned (the Municipal Railway, or "Muni") and one privately owned (Market 
Street railway). With over 230 miles of track the Market Street Railway was by far 
the larger of the two but definitely not the more profitable. As a subsidized part of 
the city's bureaucracy Muni had no trouble maintaining Its equipment and did not have 
to worry about competition on its lines. But the cards were stacked against the Mar- 
ket Street Railway, The city charter limited the life of its franchises to 25 years, 
with the proviso that the city could buy the system at any time during that period. 

In addition the city fathers permitted jitneys to operate in competition with Market 
Street Railway on the same routes along which her most profitable lines ran. Finally 
in 1944 Muni took over the Market Street Railway with the approval of the city's voters 
and an era began to fade. 

For 23 years the two systems fought the transit battle. And what a battle! With 
630,000 people of its own, San Francisco saw the daily influx of over 1,000,000 more 
people on their way to work in The City. By ferry, train, and bus, these people came 
into The City and boarded the streetcars. During the i930's it was estimated that a 
streetcar left the Ferry Building every 4 seconds during the rush hours. No wonder 
that Market Street with its 4 tracks of clanging, clattering streetcars was considered 
a madhouse. And It surely took a madman to wait for a streetcar by standing between 
two tracks which afforded less than 24 inches of clearance between two moving cars. 

The types of streetcars operated by Market Street Railway were many and varied. 

Some had been bought directly from manufacturers and others came from cities which 
were phasing out their streetcar systems. There were cars inherited from United Rail- 
roads, and there were those which had been built in Market Street Railway's own shops. 
But all these cars had one thing in common, a distinctive white front. Originally in- 
itiated as a safety measure, the white front was so successful and popular that it was 
patented in 1927. Compared to the monotonous grey sported by the f^uni at that time, 
those white fronts could be seen through the fog and rain even when they were dirty 
and streaked with rust. Nobody said "Market Street Railway," it was always "the white 
front cars." 

Passenger cars, funeral cars, mail cars, pay cars, observation cars, interurbans, 
dinkies, asphalt cars, sand cars, cable cars, track cars — Market Street Railway had 
them all, and then some. There was even a special streetcar for hauling race horses 
down to Tanforan Race Track. And the Market Street Railway won the hearts of thousands 
of school children with the "San Francisco," a white-painted observation car that was 
available free of charge to any school In The City, public or private, for field trips 
and excursions. 

As the new Muni Metro Rail Center nears completion, San Francisco is on the thresh- 
hold of another age of. streetcars. The new cars won't look anything I ike the ones Mar- 
ket Street Railway ever had, but they'll be carrying on her proud tradition. 

At the end of her life, the Market Street Railway was a rambling wreck of a system. 
Decrepit, worn out by the demands of a war economy, the Market Street Railway hadn't 
seen a new car in years. Her Image was tarnished, her equipment was junk, and her 
dreams had become nightmares. For those of us who grew up with them, however, the 
white front cars will always have a warm place In our hearts. And if we ever need to 
renew our memory of what they were like, we have only to travel to Rio Vista Junction, 

40 miles northwest of San Francisco. There In the Bay ARea Electric Railway Associa- 
tion Museum is Car Number 974, still in operation on the museum's trackage. A product 
of the Market Street Railway's own shops. 974 Is the last remnant of a once-proud 
transit system, one the likes of which will probably never be seen again.

A driving tour through the old residential section of Carson City will expose 
you to many fine old mansions, including the George Ferris Mansion (he invented the 
Ferris Wheel), and the mansion of Orion Clemens, who served as Secretary of Nevada 
Territory, where Sam Clemens, later Hark Twain, once lived. Lake Tahoe is only 30 
sninutes from Carson City. 

If you are arriving in Nevada by plane you will be landing at Reno Airport, 27 
miles north of Carson City. Reno is served by United, Western, and Air West. Connec- 
tions can be made to Carson City via the Tahoe Airporter. The Ormsby House will send 
a limo to pick up large parties arriving on the same flight together. The closest 
rail point is also Reno, and unless you have made other arrangements you'll have to 
take a taxi to Reno Airport and catch the Airporter. There also is bus service be- 
tween Reno and Carson City (Las Vegas -To nopah- Reno Stage Lines) which connects with 
Greyhound in Reno.

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= HILLMER BROS. BUS & LIVERY OF OAKVILLE, ONTARIO =

A recently discovered Ontario transportation token has turned up from Oakville, 
Ontario, which is situated on Lake Ontario at the mouth of Sixteen Mile Creek, about 
midway between Toronto and Hamilton. It v;as once a popular summer resort, the site 
of many stately homes and summer villas owned by the prosperous inhabitants of the 
nearby cities and towns. It was surrounded by some of the richest agricultural land 
In Ontario, especially suited for the growing of all kinds of fruits. 

Now, Oakville is a busy industrial city, the home of Ford of Canada, and the doz- 
ens of feeder plants required by an automobile assembly works. The surrounding farm 
lands have ail but disappeared to make way for super highways, high-rise apartments, 
building surveys and the service industries required by the expanding population. 

According to the sparse records available the Hillmer Bros, token was tikely is- 
sued in the period 1900-1915. Early records, business directories, etc,, show an Ed- 
ward Hillmer as the owner of a livery business dating back to the i870's. Hazel Mat- 
hews, In her book Oakville and the Sixteen, states that Edward HI I Imer owned five 
buses, met all trains and, after losing his stables by fire in 1883, relocated on Col- 
borne Street. She also mentions that the Hillmer Buses were "much a part of town 
I !fe," 

It appears that the Edward Hillmer business became known by 1899 as E. Hillmer & 
Sons, which later became Hillmer Bros. Through the natural business evolution of the 
times, the Hillmer business evolved into a garage business, a coal and wood business, 
and before disappearing entirely became the Hillmer Fuel & ice Company,

Dear John: Bingen’s death notice was about the saddest piece of mail I’ve ever re- 
ceived. It really shocked me, although I knew he was not in good health. The evening 
I received the death notice I phoned Lea Bingen in the Netherlands. She told me that 
his liver cancer was pronounced incurable in February and Frits was given four to 
eight weeks to I ive. 

I don’t think I'm exaggerating when I say that Frits J. Bingen was the greatest 
researcher in transportation tokens that the hobby has ever known. It will be a long 
time before we find someone to match his scholarly skills, eageness for the hunt, and 
willingness to pass on his discoveries. In June, 1964, I first met Frits at the home 
of another outstanding Dutch vecturist, A.C. Hazevoet in Amsterdam. Courtney L. Coff- 
ing, now international editor of Coin World, and I, were greatly impressed by the schol 
arly attitude to collecting and research of our Dutch hosts. Bingen invited us all for 
a second Vecturist Conference at his home in Cape! lie near Rotterdam in December. 

I was a guest at his home that December and again in 1969. We carried on an ex- 
tensive correspondence reporting new finds in tokens and research materials to each 
other. He was interested in all types of tokens and modern coins, but transport tok- 
ens were certainly his favorite. He came to fare tokens from numismatics, and grew 
into a rail fan. I’d often receive postals and brochures from various operating and 
non-operating transport museums around Europe, where he visited in the course of vaca- 
tions and token puzzle solving. During his last weeks Frits was able to set much of 
his affairs in order. His hobby room on the third floor was always neat, and corres- 
pondence welt arranged. Included with the note from his wife Lea was a coin envelope 
market in Frits’ handwriting "Not a gift. Just a remembrance." It enclosed his only 
example of the Zichron JACOB token from Israel, a very scarce coinage substitute used 
by that young Jewish village on the Carmel Hills from the 1880’s. 

Incidentally I recently obtained examples of the 20 and 80 (centesimi?) tokens 
from Bergamo, Italy (see FB p. 26/1975) and you should correct spelling as TRANVIE and 
not as given in the supplement. Also recently completed the collection of Porguguese 
bridge tokens with the addition of the 1899 zinc piece (see FB p. 117/1969). Like the 
1913 piece the spelling of the name of the king should be corrected to D. LUIZ.

No sooner ^ras the ink dry on the April Fare Box than another Air California tok- 
en showed up, this one with tlie expiration date of Dec. 31, 1977! I made a technical 
error in reporting tlie 1000 AC last month. In looking at the photos on Page 46 of 
tlie March Fare Box I assumed it i;as a large period after the Hertz logo on Type #6. 

In reality it was the trademark sign, a small R with a circle around it. 

Incidentally the trademark syribol is also on Cal 715 X. We have no vray to type 
this thing, hov/ever. 

The Albany, MO, token v.’as just reported to John Coffee by Bob Gardner. He picked 
this one up, along with a beautiful Colo 760 A. 

Next another plated job for Syracuse. Rather tiian use 15<? cash they decided to 
sell senior citizen tokens in rolls of ten for $1.50, because often seniors didn't 
have the exact change. So they took some school tokens (875 X) and colored them a 
greenish blue. They also plated soiae of the already-T-JM-plated 875 Z, as well, but 
we don't list these platings-on-platings , or v/e'd open a can of worms. This one will 
be sent out by Nev; Issues Service. 

NevJ Issues Service will also be sending out a former census token, NY 631 R. 

This token has sold for up to $100 in the past. I don’t know where these things have 
been the past 30 years. There vrere 10,000 of them struck in June, 1937, and I don't 
knov; if they were ever used or not. Any\7ay our N.I.S. has secured 150 of them to 
send out to its members. Reduce the price on NY 631 R from $10,00 to 25<= . 
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In the same vein I have been informed that a lot of I'lY 25 G have been shov.’ing up 
The ?2.50 price in Atwood for this token may be much too high. All of v^hich is fur- 
ther evidence that paying atrononical prices for tokens is hazardous to your health. 

Jumping past Pennsylvania for a nonent, the new Rutland, VT, token will also be 

sent out by N.I.G. These went into use last October by Rutland area Transit (RAT). 

This line was started to demonstrate tlie feasibility of public transit in rural areas 

Mr. Grinolds says the unidentified toJcen is either bronze or copper which has 
been gilded. Me'll list it as bronze for the moment. It could be from riinnesota, 
fir. Grinolds' home state. 

Uoi'? to tile new turnpike toJ:en from Pennsylvania. There's a possibility of a lot 
of tokens turning up from York County, so we'll have a special designation for it, as 
we have for Lancaster County Turnpikes. York & Chanceford Turnpike was approved in 
1867. After part of the road being completed. Toll Gate No. 1 was established, and 
on August 28, 1871, Toll Gate No. 2 x;as erected. Probably there's a token from toll 
gate il sa.iev/here, too. 

Duane Feisel has reported some otiier tokens which could be turnpike tokens, but 
for wliich there is still not enough evidence to prove it. I also didn't get the size 
or metals for these tokens. But here are the obverse inscriptions; 

S&YBC/2/R. CO. [Shrevjsbury & York Baltimore Turnpike Road Co?] 

W. & A. / T. CO. / 2 

A.L.R. / 1 

In the February, 1977, Fare Box I mentioned the possibility of a Manchester & Law- 
renceburg Turnpiice. Along \7ith this idea there was a token pictured on Page 102 of 
the July 1974 Fare Box for M & L TURNPIKE 2, I don't know who OTms tliis token, or 
what its metal or size would be. Also in the April 1975 Fare Box a token owned by 
Jack Smith, a 23mm brass, 'vas described thus: 

M & L 5 

B 23 Sd (blank) 

I hope we can come up with something definite on these things. 

A couple other turnpike tokens we've known about for years are Unidentified 22 
and 23 for V & O Turnmike. This night be Virginia & Ohio Turnpike, and I wish some- 
one in that part of the country could dig up information on this turnpike. Prior 
to 1863, Nest Virginia v/as part of Virginia, so such a turnpike could have operated 
in what is now Itest Virginia, and in Ohio. 

David Schenkman also reported a token to us, as follows: 

STR. R.E. PHILLIPS G.M. BERRY CAPT. 

24 Sd Good For 1 Trip (all letters incuse) 

I believe this is from Wheeling, Wa, and i^ we can find the information (which I 
thin): John Coffee has, or had) v;e'll list it correctly as to origin. 

Then there is Unidentified #163, Belmont Ferry, which v/e believe is from tlie 
Wheeling vicinity, and that the ferry crossed tb.e Ohio River. 

All of the above should give some vjork to those merabers vjho enjoy doing re- 
search. Let us hear from you!

You will also want to send in your $18 pre-registration to Conven- 
tion Chairman Hal Dunn - P.O. Box 114 - Carson City, Nevada 89701, This is going to 
be a great convention. Some of us will be arriving early. 

Incidental information: Paul Targonsky says that the complete set of all issues 
of THE FARE BOX thru 1976 went for $200 plus $12.44 mailing costs. Personally I 
think that’s a bargain, because a complete set of these things is priceless to any 
active collector. 

We now have nev; regulations for the Fare Box Literary Award, as explained in the 
October 1976 issue. The award for 1977 will be decided by vote of all living recip- 
ients, and the chairman will alv/ays be the latest recipient. As chairman for this 
year's av;ard, Harold Ford (6641 Saroni Drive - Oakland, CA 94611) requests the other 
recipients to send him their votes for the 1977 award. Remember the award can now go 
to a former recipient. The people who will be voting (and please vote by August 1) 
will be Gerald Johnson, Dave Jordan, Don Capper, Duane Feisel, Harold Young, Don Pun- 
shon, LR Hawthorne, and David Schenkman. The award, as alvj'ays, will consist of a 
unique sterling silver striking of this year's tour token, in an appropriately in- 
scribed Capital Plastics plexiglas holder. 

I am frequently asked about joining Hicolosi's New Issues Service. The N.I.S. 
provides new issues of transportation tokens to its subscribers at a nominal mark-up 
over face value, and it is one of the most valuable adjuncts to AVA membership. Un- 
fortunately, as it is a one-man operation, membership is limited to 100 "regulars" 

(who get first call when we can't get as many of a new issue as we V7ish) , and 60 
"alternates," (who get nearly every new issue, but occasionally have to be left out). 
Then there is a waiting list for everyone else who wants to join. If you v/ould like 
to join, write Mr, Nicolosi (address in masthead) and ask to be put on the waiting 
list. In due time you \7ill advance to alternate status, and he will ask for a cash 
deposit to cover your tokens at that time. All quite simple. Meanwhile check his ads 
for most new issues, which he has for sale at nominal prices. 
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has Animas, Colorado, has had a nilitnry orientation since its beoinninj^s. It 
(jrew up near Ft. Lyon which was established in the early 1860*s as one of a ciiain of 
cavalry posts forming a conimnnicat ion link between eastern Kansas and .New Mexico. 

Ft. Lyon has never been a big installation, nor has it ever i>een very important. But 
it has had an interesting and varied history nevertheless. Many of the best known 
figures of the Old West, including the Bents, the Cliouteaus, Custer, Cody, and Larson, 
knew tiie area well. Kit Carson died there. In the decade after its founding there 
was sporadic fighting nearby while the Plains Indians v^crc being "pacified." With the 
coraiiig. of the railroad the post iiad little further purpose and became inactive in 1889, 
only to cone to life again in 1906 when it liecane a Navy tu[)orculosis hospital. It 
lias been a government hos]>ital of some sort ever since. Ft. Lyon had an additional 
function during the First World War when Certnan naval personnel cauglit in our port.s by 
the start of the war were imprisoned there. Perhaps "imprisoned" doesn't describe 
their stay correctly, since it was apparently an amicable arrangement. By one ac- 
count tae "prisoners" were allowed to attend dances in uniform in the area. In the 
early lOiO's the hospital was turned over to the II. S. Public Health Service, and 
shortly after that to tiie Veterans Bureau, the present Veterans .Administration. Ft. 
Lyon is at nresent a V.A. psychiatric hospital. 

Tiie town of Las Animas, originally directly across the Arkansas River from Ft. 
Lyon, was removed at an early date to its nresent site about five iiiles to tiie west. 

The excitement of the Old West is long gone now and Las Animas is known for lesser 
things. To some it is tiie town where an actor, Ken Curtis, grew And now to vcc- 

turists it is tlie liome of Colo S80 A. 

Tlierc iiad lieon taxi service between Ft. Lyon and l-as Animas since the early 1920's 
and por.ii;)s earlier but it was rather informal and run by off-iluty hospital personnel. 
Demand for transportation was never great anyhow until 1982 iidien hospital personnel 
were permitted for tiie first tine to live off Iiase. Many cliosc to live in I,as Animas. 
T.his apnarently coincided with tiic transition from tuliercuiosis to psychiatry ns the 
snecialty of the iiospital. The FVer family, Bert, liis wife Coldio (Goldie llyer? sounds 
familiar), and brother Cliff, saw tiiis opportunity to serve tiiis iiew' group of commuters 
and moved from Kansas to start tiieir taxi and bus line. It iiecame quite an enterprise. 
In addition to a remarkable bus created by Bert flyer from an old Wiciiita bus body and 
a truck, they had several school buses, a fleet of trucks, a taxi, and carried a star 
mail route as well. 



Bus fare was 25i or a token, liut the tokens were used only at the start of oper- 
ations. Taxi fare was $2.00. . .S2.50 at night. During some part of its existence the 
bus line cliarged passengers a flat monthly rate. This service was paid for by nasson- 
gers, not by government contract. The business was sold in 1944 to Cliff Myer who in 
turn sold it about 1950. Later owners were named L. Anthony and Don and Dave Foulk. 
There may have been otliers. In recent years before it folded in 1974 the company was 
called "Ft, I.yon Taxi Bus Line." There is no public transportation between these 
points now. Note that the token is incorrectly inscrilied "MYLRS" instead of "flyer's" 
and that tlie name on tlie bus itself appears to read "Myer Bros. Bus Line h Transfer Co." 
Note also that the information on the company in the Catalogue is incorrect and may re- 
fer to one of the later operators. 
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Tlie Myer token was reported as a Maverick in 1970. I was able to determine tliat 
Las Animas was its probable origin a few months later hut never reported that fact 
(.though 1 tliougiit I had). In the ensuing years I communicated with some thirty people 
via letter and ran several ads as well, but located no tokens, I did receive some 
very cordial replies to letters including several brief accounts of the Myer Bus Line 
and found one person who remeinl)erod using tokens. Along the way I obtained tliree 
books on the Las Animas/Ft. Lyon area, one at a used book sale at ray own township 
library. Some years back by a rather circuitous route I was able to find and talk 
witli Mr. Bert Myer, who had long ago left Las Animas, lie was kind and answered my 
questions but had no tokens nor any ideas on who might. In March of this year I 
called again only to find that Mr, Myer is now dead. I talked for a while with Mrs. 
Myer tliougli and one thing she mentioned was that they hadn't used tokens of their 
own but used Pueblo streetcar tokens instead. I was crushed and assumed that the 
token already reported might have been a pattern, a ty])e token of little interest to 
me. Mrs. Myer did lend me the picture of the bus so I could have copies made. In 
mid-May, unexpectedly, came another letter from Mrs. Myer, and this one contained a 
token, the token! She had inquired around of several relatives, found a token and 
obtained it for me after some arm-twisting. My token, incidentally, is 21mm instead 
of 2 Oram.

So this venture had a successful outcome. I found the token I was after and 
the cost rasn't unbearable, about tliirty dollars. In the process I had far more 
than thirty dollars worth of fun even after an allowance for the various disappoint- 
ments and frustrations. On top of that I reaffirmed a couple of things most of us 
already know, that persistence usually pays off and that it isn't too late to com- 
municate with persons who issued and used a favorite token forty, fifty or more 
years ago; and further yet, I learned how a vecturist can appear to other people. 

One kind and helpful lady in Las Animas iiad ended a letter "Watch out for those 
windmills!" She saw me as a Don Quixote! I had always thought I ivas more the 
Charlie Brown type.

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PROMOTIONAL TOKENS OF GAINESVILLE, FLORIDA

On Page 166 of the December, 1976, issue of The Fare Box, Alan Weighell reported a 
maverick plastic token inscribed simply "Regional Transit System One Fare" on obverse, with 
of all things a "happy face" on reverse. As Mr. Weighell reported the token, we assumed it 
was probably from Canada. It turned out to be quite otherwise. Wo soon learned that Regional 
Transit System is the name of the public transit authority which serves Gainesville and all of 
Alachua County, Florida. This little authority owns 4 transit buses, and 9 van-type mini- 
buses. 

Ralph Freiberg wrote to RTS and they sent him a token. Then John Nicolosi wrote, and 
they sent him five different colors ! Unfortunately they added that they did not have enough of 
the tokens to supply quantities for his New Issues Service. Curious as to why so many colors, 

I wrote and asked them. Back came a delightful letter (made more so because enclosed with 
it was a set of 5 tokens) explaining the colors. Here is how and why they are used: 

GREEN: Given to University of Florida students and staff. 

YELLOW: Given to RTS Board members so that they can then give them to community 
groups . 

BLUE: Given to civic groups.- 

RED: Mailed with specialized route information to University of Florida faculty and 
staff people. 

WHITE: Given to minibus patrons. The white tokens are "coded by route. " That is, 
a small number is inked by hand beneatli the "happy face" on the reverse. 

How many different routes there are, and hence how' many different numbers. 

I do not know. My token, which is pictured below, has a "1" on it. 

Thus the Gainesville RTS plastic tokens are not sold to the public, but are distributed 
free, witli the hope that they will encourage more riders of their buses. We hope tliey suc- 
ceed. 

Because of the "happy face" these tokens are unusual, and it's a shame we cannot get a 
supply for Nicolosi' s New Issues Service. Of course occasional requests sent directly to RTS 
might produce results. If you wish to take a chance, their address is .3221 N. E. .39th Avenue - 
Gainesville, FL 32601. The Director is Mr. Kenneth E. Petersen. If you do wTi to. I suggest 
you send 25(! per token plus a return envelope with 24<^ postage on it. But if you don't get a 
reply, remember I warned you that their supply is low and they aren't anxious to part witli them.

June 15, The Editor leaves for the VJest Coast on June 30 via Amtrak to Washing- 
ton, D.C.; thence to Chicago, Denver, and San Francisco, Ten days in the Bay Area 
V7ith Hal & Louise Ford, and then north to Tacoma on the "Coast Starlight." I arrive 
in Tacoma July 15 and v^ill be there until the end of August. The August issue of The 
Fare Box will be mailed during the first v/eek in August, and then there will be the 
long pause until the end of September, when the September issue comes out, filled with 
my first-hand observations of the Carson City Convention where I hope to meet at least 
100 of you in person. 

It was thirty years ago this month that R.L. Moore, then of San Francisco, started 
publishing THE fare BOX. I remember, as a teenager, receiving a copy of the first is- 
sue in the mail. It was an idea \7hose time had come; I had advocated just such a 
journal to several collectors prior to July, 1947, but the idea was dismissed as the 
dreaming of a callow youth. When I got that issue in the mail it never occurred to me 
that I would end up as its Editor thirty years hence! To mark the occasion, on the 
otlier side of this sheet, you \>rill find a reproduction of the first page of Volume 1, 
Number 1, of THE FARE BOX, warts and all. To make it I opened my bound volume in the 
Xerox machine, and then fed the Xerox copy into our stencil -maker. I haven't run it 
off at this writing, and hope it turns out all right. Mr. Moore's mimeograph machine 
was a real antique: each sheet had to be hand-fed, and those early issues were on 
double-size paper folded over to form four pages, not punched. When I took over as 
Editor in January, 1949, I inherited the mimeograph. After a fev7 months of agony, we 
dispensed v/ith it and paid a letter service a couple dollars to run off our stencils. 

I was going to have a lot more reminiscence here, but I guess I'll vi7ait till the 50th 
anniversary. 

In last week's mail the 1977 AVA Membership Roster arrived with its bright yellow 
cover. The beautiful work of Bob and Anna Butler, this booklet gets better each year, 
and is one of the many nice things that come with your membership. Bob and Anna de- 
serve our gratitude and praise for their work on our Roster but, in the end, a fine 
piece of workmanship is its own reward, and serves as its creators' monument. Such is 
this fine, useful, informative booklet.

In the September, 1972, issue of this periodical, Ralph Freiberg mentioned that 
a token had been reported to him, described as follows: 

CAR a CARRIAGE CARAVAN 
WM 27 Sd Admit One 

Since then various other collectors have picked up one of these things and asked us 
about it. We didn't have any idea what it was used for, or where. 

But conies now a letter from G.L. Goeller, Jr., of Baltimore. He clears up the 
whole mystery for us. His letter follows: 

"Last week I visited Stoner's Store in Fredericksburg , Va.^ and when you -paid 
your entrance fee you were given a token to put in the turnstile to gain entrance to 
the museum area. It was the "Car S Carriage Caravan" token! I inquired about pur- 
cljasing one, as I collect all kinds of tokens from Maryland and Virginia^ and vxis told 
that she was not allowed to sell or give any avxiy. However I vns told that the owner 
of Luray Caverns in Luray^ Va,, was also the owfzer of Stoner's Storey so I am of the 
opinion that this token is used to view the antique automobile exhibit at Luray Cav- 
erns ^ as well as Stoner's Store." 

George also sent along a brochure about Luray Caverns, which included the fol- 
lowing ivording: "The Historic Car and Carriage Caravan at Luray Caverns is a trip 
through the history of transportation. You will see one of the oldest cars in the 
nation that is still in running condition, the 1892 Benz. There is also a 1906 Ford; 
1907 Buick; 1911 Hupnobile; 1913 Stanley Steamer, and Rudolph Valentino's 1925 Rolls 
Royce," 

Admission to the Caverns is $5.00 for adults ($2 for kids), and they probably 
give you a token at that time to enter the Car B Carriage Caravan.

We don't know exactly what the miscellaneous 
tokens tvere used for, and wish someone vrauld investigate for us. 

tiGiile vjaiting for something to shov/ up I received a letter from George Haynes, 
asking hov/ come the Racine token wasn't listed. Of course, it v;asn't listed because 
we didn't know about it. Maybe others of you have unlisted tokens. If you have a 
token not listed, please let us know about it. So by all means keep xvriting and ask- 
ing me, "l-Jhy isn't tliis listed?" 

As for Racine, we had obtained a token for the Plash City Transit, v/hich ms lis- 
ted late in 1974. Shortly thereafter the City of Racine took over the system and is- 
sued a token sometime in 1975, but none of them showed up anywhere, as far as collec- 
tors are concerned. In fact, at present I am only guessing as to the price for the 
token. Note also that \7e have the Type #3 bus again! I was beginning to think we had 
seen the last of tokens v/ith #3 buses on them, but here's another one. 

The August issue of THE FARE BOX will be nailed the first v/eel; in August, and 
the August New Issues Service "sending" will consist of the AVA Convention token. For 
September we expect to have a tour token for the A.N.A. Convention in Atlanta. So 
V7e need some new issues for October, 

A project I've been working on for the past year is trying to help Syd Joseph 
with his work on the varieties project, whereby he is photographing thousands of die 
varieties for a future book on tlie subject. It is surprising how many tokens have 
die varieties about which I knew nothing. So through this varieties project I am 
learning a lot. The purpose is to have a file of photos so if anyone wants to make 
a list of them for any particular state, it can be done. This all involves a tremen- 
dous amount of v/ork on Syd's part. For one thing he has to clean the tokens before 
photographing them, so they v^ill shovr up better in the photos. We are all grateful 
to Syd for doing something which, frankly speaking, none of the rest of us could do. 

Along this same line, I suspect companies which are using the same tokens they 
used 20 vears ago may have die varieties. For instance take ILL 150 Z, This came out 
in 1950 and it’s still in use, although nov? as a SO"? fare instead of a 15<: fare. I 
can't avoid tiie feeling that there must be die varieties of this token, but have no 
way of checking them. I'd welcome a letter from someone saying How come that variety 
isn't mentioned. 

The AVA Convention is only a couple montlis away, and I hope to be there. If you 
have any suggestions bring them with you, or i«rite to me or John Coffee. 

A couple more tokens to list, but I have to see them first.

July 27. This issue comes to you from Tacoma, and please continue to send mail 
for The Fare Box and its Editor tc 4104 Sixth Avenue - Tacoma, WA 98406, until Aug- 
ust 25. I have copies of the Atwood Catalogue ($8.75 to members), the 1977 Supple- 
ment {$5.50 to members), and the Car Wash Token Catalogue ($4.50 to members) here in 
Tacoma if you wish to order one. 

The chief function of our midsummer issue is to remind you of the upcoming an- 
nual convention of the American Vecturist Association. This year's gathering is our 
27th Annual Convention, and it will meet at the Ormsby House in Carson City, Nevada, 
on August 12,13,14. Many of us will be arriving on Thursday the 11th, as a matter 
of fact. Featured this year will be a big two-day auction, and a tour to Virginia 
City with a ride on the restored Virginia & Truckee Railroad. I have received the 
sterling silver example of the tour token (for the Literary Award) and the tour 
token this year is a beauty. Judging from advance registrations, this year's con- 
vention will be one of the biggest as well as one of the best. Further information 
is available from Convention Chairman Hal V. tXinn - P.O. Box 114 - Carson City, Ne- 
vada 89701. Hal, incidentally, is unopposed for election as our next president. 

The September issue, with a full report of the AVA Convention, will go out 
the last week in September. So there will be a long pause between this issue and 
the next one. 

The Editor's trip across the country by Amtrak was disastrous and depressing. 

It was the worst train trip 1 have ever taken, and I am moved to consider seriously 
the necessity of stopping my train travels for good, in spite of a life-long affec- 
tion for railroads. I started out June 30 on the overnight "Owl" from Boston to 
Washington, and this train was satisfactory, giving me a false sense of security 
for what was yet to come. I had only a few hours in Washington because, for some 
mysterious reason, Amtrak has moved up the departure time of the Washington sec- 
tion of the Broadway Limited, In any case I used my few hours in the beautiful 
National Capital to ride its expanded subway system. The very day I was in town, 
July 1, they opened the new and very long airport line, and instituted a magnetic 
ticket system similar to the one used by California's BART. Indeed the entire 0. C, 
system is reminiscent of BART; same type cars and stations. Unfortunately nearly 
the entire line to the airport is underground so you don't see much. As it was 
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the first day of magnetic ticketing, there were long lines of bewildered people in 
front of the change and ticket machines. I learned, at the Rhode Island Avenue sta- 
tion, that the same big nickel parking tokens I discovered last year, are still in 
use for $1 via vending machines in the station. This differs from BART, where the 
parking lots are free. Another treat in Washington is the thoroughly refurbished 
Union Station, which is now a "Visitors' Center," complete with historic displays. 
Even so I think I like the old station better. A railroad station should be a 
railroad station. 

Departing on the Broadway Limited (Washington section) I noted that instead of 
the delightful scenic ride northwest from Baltimore to Harrisburg along tlie Susque- 
hanna River, they now go back to Philadelphia and head west from there. This train 
was frightful. The water in my sleeping car only worked when the train was going 
at least 40 mph. The air-conditioning in the dining car of the Washington section 
didn't work and it was at least 110 degrees inside. I waited until we hooked onto 
the New York section at Harrisburg to use its diner, only to discover it was so 
jammed I couldn't get near it. I finally was seated for dinner about 10:30 PM. 

Next morning the air-conditioning in my car went off, and the heat came on. That's 
right, the heat. Of course it was steaming outside. We dragged into Chicago's 
Union Station about 3 hours late, and suffering. 

Because of the tardy arrival in Chicago I missed a visit with Joel fteznick and 
Gene Godsoe (who was passing through town that day), so improved my time with a 
visit to the magnificent Chicago Art Museum on Michigan Avenue. 

Chicago's Union Station was jammed on Saturday, July 2, with people not real- 
izing what Amtrak had in store for them. I boarded the "San Francisco Zephyr," and 
discovered that not only was there no air-conditioning in my sleeping car, there 
wasn't even any electricity to work the fan! Meanwhile the single lounge car was 
so crowded there were no seats. Many of the passengers were first-time train rid- 
ers who had believed Amtrak's ads. I suspect they were also last-time train riders 
after that experience! Sleeping that night in my roomette was somewhat akin to 
trying to sleep in the Black Hole of Calcutta as the train raced across the hot 
Midwest. Next morning in Denver most of the sleeping car passengers refused to 
go any farther, and headed out for the airport where, because of holiday travel, 
they probably fared little better. 

Fortunately I spent a pleasant hour with AVA Treasurer Toby Frisbee in the 
Denver Station and this helped make up for the previous night of horror. The 
train pulled out of Denver with only half as many passengers, and the conductor 
moved me into another sleeping car in which the electricity and air-conditioning 
were functioning. That coupled with cool weather over the mountains made the 
rest of the ride tolerable. Next morning as we crossed over the gloriously beau- 
tiful Donner Pass in the high Sierras I stood in the vestibule with the cold moun- 
tain air blowing in my face. Ralph Freiberg boarded the train in Sacramento and 
we spent the remainder of the trip on Catalogue Committee business. 

My ten-day stay in the San Francisco Bay Area with Hal and Louise Ford was, 

as always, delightful. We visited with Duane Feisel in Los Altos and spent an 

afternoon with him discussing tokens, and picking up a lot of information on new 
listing. Another afternoon with John Nicolosi in Oakland. Several afternoons 
with Ralph Freiberg in his home in the formerly- famous Haight-Ashbury section of 
San Francisco, now totally devoid of extinct hippies. A ride on the new Larkspur 
Ferry across the Golden Gate with Ralph and Harold, several rides on cable cars, 

of course, and back and forth on magnificent BART under the Bay. A guided tour 

by Ralph Freiberg on the Market Street trolley through Twin Peaks Tunnel to in- 
spect new track work for the anticipated Light Rail Vehicles which have already 
been placed in use in Boston. 

I departed Oakland July 14 on Amtrak's "Coast Starlight" for Tacoma. This 
train, very long and crowded, had two diners so that eating was possible without 
the customary wait. But the dome car was crowded with no-airconditioning, and 
the air-conditioning vent in my roomette blew hot air down on me. The sleeping 
car's water tank had a leak, so we kept running out of water in my car. The 
window of my roomette was so dirty it could only be called translucent, at best. 
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But aside from these minor inconveniences the train was tolerable and arrived on 
time in Tacoma. 

My transcontinental trip via Amtrak, taken in toto, was so bad that my inten- 
tion for next summer is to drive, unless gasoline is rationed or goes over $1.00. 
Amtrak employees are wonderful and friendly, but the equipment is frightful. Per- 
haps some day they will have new sleeping cars. Until then, my advice is to take 
the airplane, take the bus, drive, even hitchhike, rather than take Amtrak, Also 
the cost of Amtrak is a consideration. round trip first class train fare from 
Boston to Tacoma and back, with the side trip from Tacoma to Oakland (for the con- 
vention) came to exactly $899.50 (it has since been raised beyond that!). I could 
have driven my Buick and covered the same ground, including motels and 70^ gaso- 
line, for well under $600. And with air-conditioning that works. 

Much mail awaited me in Tacoma. One of the most interesting was a note from 
Joe Studebaker. Seems his son had given him a present. The present? Va 580 A, 

As far as I know this is only the second one known! 

Some prices realized were in the mail. Gerard Braithwaite sent the results 
of his June mail auction; Me 40 A $2.6$; 480 A $23.76? 710 B $5.17? 3480 A 69<:. 

Rich Hartzog Civil War transportation token auction of June 2?: Ohio l66 0 went 
for $315.00. Ohio 725 A, $57.12. Ohio 725 B, $57.12. 2,000 transp. tokens sold 
for $80. He didn't mention the IL 3150 B with Clark-State on it. 

A really fine piece of transportation historical research was waiting for me. 

A 58 -page printed paperback book with lots of photos, Qi v i s i on 6 I 8 ; Streetcar 
Employees F i qht For a Union in Rhode I si and by AVA member Scott Molloy. This is 
a really fine detailed history of the trolley lines of the period in Rhode Island. 
Scott holds two college degrees, works as a bus driver in Providence, and is an 
officer of the union he writes about. This book belongs in the library of anyone 
interested in trolley history, and members may obtain a copy from Scott Molloy 
for $1.00 + 50 ^ postage & handling.

Token Topi cs . published by the California Association of Token Collectors in 
Los Angeles (AVA member John Barnes, Editor) in its July issue informs us that 
Roland C, Atwood, AVA #1, was subject of a front-page article in Ti qer Tales , the 
house publication of Sambo’s Restaurants. Roland is written up as the world's 
leading collector of Sambo's Wooden Nickels-

not obsolete. The 990 A, he says, is not in use and the company destroyed all they 
had on hand.

Brandon Martin writes from Petersburg, Va. , that the bus system in that his- 
toric city is now publicly owned. Petersburg Area Transit took over on July 1, 
replacing Tri -Cities Coaches, Inc., one of the last privately-owned bus systems in 
Virginia.

For about $15 you can get 6 kids in for 6 rides each, popcorn and drinks included. 
Then when they leave everyone is given one of these wooden nickels." So this is 
a Dallas, Texas, token.

vfe list some tokens this month which were reported to John Coffee. First of 
all, CA 5 A. We mentioned this on Page 33 of the february 1977 Fare Box, and later 
learned that the tcrf<en had been purchased by Mort Dawson, He sent a rubbing to 
Mr. Coffee. The Alameda, Oakland & Piedmont Electric Railway began as a horsecar 
line which was quickly electrified. The first trip was May 6 , 1893* regular 

service commence next day. On March 21, I 898 , ownership changed and the line be- 
came known as Oakland Transit. 

Vfe also list another of the Illinois metal passes, which Bill Garrison ob- 
tained in quantity for our New Issues Service now that the pass is obsolete. 

On the New Lexington, OH, depotel, we knew there were die varieties. But in 
comparing the two varieties, John Coffee and Harold Ford noticed that the two var- 
ieties also differ in size, and this gives us a new listing. There is a photograph 
of one of them on Page 23 of the 1970 Atwood. Harold Ford, keeper of the census, 
would like to hear which one you have, because it now appears that both tokens 
will be census. Owners of the B token at present are known to be Di Michael, Mc- 
Kelvey, Buckley, Marie Johnson, Coffee, Ford, Nicolosi. Who else? We'd like to 
know if yours is 29 freTi or 28 mm. 
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We knew of the existence of the Greenville, Pa., token back in 1951* because 
I saw an ad by Meyer 6- Wenthe which pictured the obverse of the token. Don Maz- 
eau did some research on the token, and learned that although the tokens were 
made, they were never placed in use. The tine was sold after the tokens were 
made and the new owner apparently got the tokens along with the bus line, but 
said he had no idea what became of them. So until now we had no idea of what 
was on the reverse of the token. But John Coffee saw an example of the token in 
Duane Feisel's collection this July, and took a full description. So now we can 
list it. 

The Bastrop, TX, token is similar to one for this ferry already listed, but 
of a new denomination. Bill Fowler sent a rubbing to John Coffee. 

The Canso Causeway tokens of Nova Scotia were mentioned on Page 164 of the 
December 1976 Fare Box. Until now we had not seen the actual tokens so couldn't 
list them. But John Coffee managed to obtain a set this summer--the only set in 
the hands of collectors so far as we know- -and we are thus able to list them. 

Very small quantities of these tokens were struck and unless and until they stop 

using them it is not likely very many will get loose. They are not sold to the 

public. When a vehicle crossing the Causeway pays its toll, the toll collector 
drops the appropriate token into the hopper. So they never leave the control of 
the Causeway employees. A similar system was used with the Landmark Services 
tokens of Washington, DC, but they did sell us quantities for the New Issues Ser- 
vice as they had larger quantities of them. These Canso tokens are for very 
large vehicles mostly. The $1.50 return toll covers a vehicle under 6000 lbs. 

The $2.20 is return toll for a vehicle weighing between 6000 and 48,000 lbs. And 
$4 is return toll for a monster weighing over 48,000 tons. As the toll is listed 
"return" we don't know if this involves a round-trip or what. 

We have some more tokens pending, and John Nicolosi wrote and although they 

sent him a couple samples they did not say if they would sell him a quantity for 

N.I.S. So we're waiting on a few new issues. If we don't have word on them be- 
fore the September issue we'll list them and let everyone be on his own. 

We shall list the AVA Carson City Convention token in the September issue, 
and there will be at least one tour token for the Atlanta ANA Convention, too, 
which will be sent to N.I.S. members in October. 

As usual I have a few strangers to list in hope someone can send information 
on them: 

N.P.H.S. PHOENIX, ARIZ, 5 
WM 24 S-sc (same as obverse) 

Roy Nulph reported the above item, which could be for North Phoenix High School, 
and which could be for school fare. We'll wait till we have proof before we list it. 

L.R.P.S. ONE RIDE 
B 27 Sd (blank) 

The above is said to be for Little Rock Public Schools, and is said to have been 
used on buses of the Little Rock Railway & Electric Co., and redeemed by Central 
High School in the period 1910 to 1920 or thereabouts. T.H. Robinson reported it. 
Earlier a token similar to the LRPS token, but with a small center hole, was re- 
ported by Hank Reidling. Let's wait till we get more evidence before listing it. 

Please keep on sending me those "How come?" letters, even though my answers 
sometimes sound sarcastic. Like, How come NY 235 B is marked obsolete in Atwood. 

Far as I knew it was supposed to be obsolete after the 1968 season, but now I have 
learned it continues to be used. So delete the obsolete mark. Strange as it seems 
it took over 8 years for someone to mention that the token is still in use. So 
keep on asking me about things in the Catalogue which don't seem right to you. 

That's how we all learn.

L,A. HENSLEY 

The Editor regrets to report the death, this past surmer, of L.A. Hensley, AVA L-159, 
of Montrose, Colorado, A mernber of our society for the past twenty-four years, Mr. 
Hensley ms very active in the Irobhy when he first joined. He was the disaoverer of 
a number of rare tokens, some of them— such as ILL 580 B,C,D—in fairly good quanti- 
ties. Early issues of THE FARE BOX often carried his ads for rare and scarce tokens. 
In later years he left his native Nebraska and moved to the Rookies, settling in the 
beautiful town of Montrose, He vxis 84 at the time of his death, Fei) of us knew him 
personally but many of us knew him through our correspondence, We enjoyed his company 
and we shall miss his often pithy comments on the current scene. 


September 26. Summer is over, and it has been an exciting one, and a good one 
in spite of my abysmal westward trip on Amtrak. On August 9, after publishing the 
August issue of THE FARE BOX, I headed south on Amtrak 's "Coast Starlight" and things 
worked including the air-conditioning, Hal Ford and family met me at the Oakland de- 
pot and vie immediately headed eastward for the Carson City Convention. We spent Wed- 
nesday night at Donner Lake in the high Sierras, two miles from the little town of 
Truckee, California, which is famous for being the coldest place in the contiguous 48 
states all summer long. So while even Puget Sound was sweltering in the 90 's, we 
were shivering in the 30 's at Donner Lake— and loving it. 

Next day, Thursday, Hal Ford and I drove around the northern shore of Lake Tahoe 
and thence down into hot Carson City, arriving before noontime at the beautiful con- 
vention hotel, the Ormsby House. The first AVA member we sav; was Roy Irwin, who had 
arrived the previous weekend. But ironically we never saw him again for tlie whole 
convention, and we all hope Roy got back to San Antonio all right. That afternoon 
tiie convention bourse was opened in our very large room vjith a number of honest-to- 
God dealers on the floor for the first time. Me must have had over 50 people in the 
] 3 QUj'S 0 room on Thursday afternoon, indicating that in the future our conventions will 
have to begin on Thursday instead of Friday. A number of excellent exhibits were set 
up, including one of artifacts of the old Virginia & Truckee Railroad, another of old 
Nevada tokens including the excessively rare Red Star Auto Stage token of Ely, Nev 50 
A, owned by Hal Dunn, Other exhibits included personal tokens, Nevada historical 
material, foreign transportation tokens, and two large cases of the auction material. 
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A number of rare tokens were in evidence on the floor, as your Editor moved 
around taking rubbings and gathering data. The best way to get listings is to visit 
collectors in person. We learned of at least a dozen unlisted old transportation tok- 
ens while there. Some good tokens v/ere for sale, but sometimes the prices were a bit 
on the high side, such as a Minn 765 B for $150.00. Virtually the entire set of Ohio 
475 D were on sale by one dealer at $5 apiece, a very reasonable price I thought if 
you wanted to collect them by the number. Plenty of census tokens changed hands in 
swaps or in private arrangements, such as Unidentified #148 which v/ent for $60.00, and 
which nay be from Douglas Arizona, or quite possibly Douglas, Alaska, inasmuch as I 
am certain there was a token used there in the early 1930' s. 

One interesting revelation at the Convention was a confirmation that the token 
listed as NY 629 M on page 122 of the 1977 Supplement is a modern-made fantasy. This 
listing should immediately be deleted and placed among the fantasies. We were absol- 
utely wrong to rush this listing into The Pare Box and then into the Catalogue. See 
the photo of this thing on Page 120 of the 1977 Supplement. How do we know the thing 
is a modern-made fantasy? Well, one Carson City dealer had a dozen of them on sale 
at 75<? apiece, for one thing. For another we saw a whole bunch of knovm modern-made 
fakes, some of which had precisely the same style of die work, including the three 
little dents on the obverse. It's a shame that people are grinding out these things 
today, made to look very old and desirable. There are enough genuine tokens around 
to obviate the necessity of v/anting this kind of stuff. I still get inquiries from 
collectors who buy those "Old West" tokens that say something like "good for a ride 
in a Union Pacific Locomotive," or "Butterfield stage Line," Wells Fargo Stage," etc. 
T'Jhenever you see something that looks too good to be true, it probably is too good to 
be true . 

The AVA Convention auction v/as very long and had to be run in two sessions, with 
AVA President Joel Reznick doing all the calling. Bidding from the book generally 
was higher than that from the floor v^hich, I thought, ivas often rather sluggish. See 
the complete list of prices realized in this issue. 

The business meetings on Saturday were brief and friendly, with some comment on 
artificial rarity in personal tokens. My own view is that we should make known all 
personal tokens, but those which are "made to be rare" should somehow be segregated 
from the others. Incidentally a listing of newly issued personals over the summer 
will be in the October Fare Box. 

Plenty of good coffee with real cream and dozens of good Danish pastries were 
available free every morning for the members. The banquet on Saturday night was ex- 
cellent, and the speaker gave us a fine slide presentation of the history of the Vir- 
ginia & Truckee Railroad, which operated from Carson City to Virginia City to Reno up 
until about the time of the 2nd World War. 

On Thursday and Friday the late-night action continued in the commodious hospi- 
tality suite of Paul S Susan Cunningham, where plenty of liquid refreshment was avail- 
able, and things v/ere lively well into the wee hours, much to the discomfiture of 
John Wicolosi and Roland Atwood, who were trying to sleep in the adjoining room. One 
of the most interesting aspects of ray visits to tlie hospitality suite was a detailed 
description of the operations, on a local level, of the U.S. Postal Service, as ex- 
plained by Jack Smith, who works for the said service. 

The lobby of the Ormsby House is one huge gambling casino v/ith hundreds of one- 
arm bandits, as well as all manner of other things to separate the traveler from his 
money. Dozens of our members tried their luck, and a few hit it big~one member did 
so well he roused me and Hal Ford from our slumbers in the middle of the night to 
make some large purchases which he was now able to handle. But the few v/ho profited 
were offset by the many who didn't. 

Sunday morning at the crack of davm two chartered buses arrived for our tour to 
historic Virginia City. Inasmuch as a strike was on, v;e had to take what we could get 
in buses, and neither was in top working order. One stalled on a steep road going up 
the mountain to Virginia City (elevation 7,000 feet) v/hen its delightful lady driver 
found herself unable to shift the gears. The young man, imported from California to 
drive the other bus, came to her rescue and got it going. Otherwise one busload of 
AVA members would probably still be out there somewhere in the high desert. 

In Virginia City we had a special train reserved for us, for the restored tv/o- 
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mile right-of-way of the Virginia & Truckee RR. We were hauled by a magnificent old 
steam engine which showered us with cinders and sent up great plumes of black coal 
smoke in the best ancient tradition. Several stops were made, during which v;e got off 
and watched (and photographed) the train back up, then coining roaring by as it whist- 
led, clanged, and smoked. The train is owned by Bob Gray, a dealer in numismatic sup- 
plies & books who is an old friend, and who always takes a large supply of our cata- 
logues, After riding the train we had about an hour to visit the tourist traps along 
Virginia Street, using the free-drink coupons generously handed out along the street. 
Others headed for the casinos to lose more money at black jack or the slot machines. 

The buses worked much better going down the mountain and we were back at our ho- 
tel before noon, as the temperature was inching toward 100“, Hal Ford and I then took 
off and returned to cool Donner Lake, plunged gratefully into the glorious crystal 
clear water, and looked back on what was certainly as fine an AVA convention as we'd 
ever attended. I stayed on with the Fords at the Lake until 'Wednesday, and on Thurs- 
day headed north to Tacoma on the Coast Starlight. 

I returned to Boston from Tacoma on the "Empire Builder," which is definitely 
Amtrak's finest train: five dorae cars, the latest (i.e., vintage early 1960's) sleep- 
ing cars, everything worked fine (the air-conditioning blasted out like an Alaskan 
blizzard) and there was never a crov/d in the dining car or the lounge cars. I knew 
it was too good to be true: a 7-inch downpour at Minneapolis flooded out the track 
and we were roused from our comfortable berths, placed in Minneapolis city buses and 
hauled 30 miles around the flood. There, in the middle of a Minnesota cornfield, we 
were put aboard the westbound "Empire" vihich was pulled backwards to Chicago and, mir- 
abile dictu, got there only two hours late. So I just made the "Broadway Limited" for 
New York. This one also was beautiful; everything worked, it was not crowded, and for 
what must be the first time in history the "Broadvira.y Limited" arrived in New York on 
timel With two hours to spare I emerged from Penn Station onto Seventh Avenue right 
at the 5 pm rush hour. I had forgotten v/hat Nev/ York City is like in rush hour, and 
after the glory of Donner Lake, with the gentle Sierra wind in the tall Ponderosa 
Pines, I wasn't ready for 7th Avenue at 5 pm. People coming at me from every direc- 
tion. They actually crash into you, I fled to a hamburger stand across from the 
station and had a New York cheeseburger for only $4.35. It was good to get out of 
there, board the "Merchants' Limited" and return to magnificent civilized Boston at 
midnight, worn out, but grateful for the memory of a fabulous summer and a long train 
ride, half of which was not bad at all. 

There was the usual mountain of mail awaiting me at P.O. Box 1204. One letter, 
from David Schenkman, described his discovery of one of those beautiful sterling sil- 
ver Colorado passes, Colo 999 D, David adds, "I got this from an antique dealer in 
Massachusetts, right in your stomping grounds! Incidentally ray pass, which is the 
same as the one pictured in Atwood, has the following in tiny letters at the bottom 
of the planchet;^ COL'O, GOLD & SILVER M'F'G CO. DENVER PURE COLORADO SILVER. And, 
right above the word DENVER (& RIO GRANDE) vihere the mountain scene starts, it says 
TOLTEC GORGE. A little further up the mountain scene is the word BEDDO," The one 
pictured in Atwood is owned by Hal Ford. VThether or not David's is a different pass 
won't be known till Harold inspects his under a powerful glass. David also reported 
picking up a couple of Calif 745 N, a token like 111 270 A but in solid copper, and 
Unidentified #154. 

A card from Bill Fyler asks me to note that he has now given out all his personal 
tokens and doesn't have any left. 

We often warn collectors not to pay high prices for tokens, especially modern 
ones v^hich are momentarily hard to get, A case in point is I-ii 550 A,B,C (page 79 of 
the 1977 Supplement). The 550 C is a beautiful white metal token, and some of us 
have paid very high prices for the few that were around. Word v/as just received this 
week that several hundred of the 550 C have been turned up and will be distributed by 
Nicolosi’s New Issues Service. Also several score of 550 A and B were found as well 
and will be available at a very nominal price. 

Finally, right under nty nose while I was riding the cable cars in San Francisco 
a beautiful new token was being used, picturing a cable car! They aren't available to 
the general public, and are given out in connection with special tours. But we have 
managed to get enough for Nick's New Issues Service next month, with enough extras for 
everyone else who v/ants one. So I close my comments on several happy notes.

Mr. i'tezeau read the Secretary’s report, showing a total membership of 682, a net 
gain of 30 members for the year. 

Mr. Reznick discussed the report of Kenneth Smith concerning the Foreign Cata- 
logue and urged a I I members to purchase a copy to gain knowledge about the hobby and 
to encourage Mr. Smith and future writers to continue their work. 

A call for old business brought no response. New business discussion concerned 
the listing of personal tokens, the amounts available to collectors, and artificial 
rarities. Mr. Reznick suggested that a minimum of 50 should be available to collec- 
tors before a listing was permitted, fir. Mazeau cited an example of 100 tokens 
struck with the bulk being distributed to non-collectors for the purpose of advertis- 
ing. Mr. Coffee felt that ail persona! tokens should be mentioned, with listing re- 
served for those of which there is a reasonable supply. 

In other new business, President Reznick detailed his efforts to arrange for the 
manufacture of token albums, sponsored by the AVA at very reasonable rates and urged 
those interested to let him know, in order to meet the requirements for a minimum 
order at bulk discount. 

Other new business brought the announcement by Mr. Coffee that the actual cost 
of a new address piate is now 50<t and he hoped that the voluntary contributions would 
continue. Mr. Coffee also announced that he had been successful in having the word 
’’vecturist" inserted in VIebster's Third International Dictionary Chaving been promp- 
ted to do so by Max M. Schwartz.! 

Committee appointments were then announced, as follows; FINANCE & AUDIT; Hal 
Ford (chairman). Bill Williges Jr., Bob Harris. RESOLUTIONS; Bob Kelley (chairman), 
Roy Nulph, Clay Welty. 

The first business session then adjourned, at li:IO a.m. 

The second business session was called to order In the same place at l;25 p.m. 

Hal Ford reported for the Finance & Audit Committee that all financlai accounts and 
reports were in order. Roy Nulph, for the Resolutions Committee, proposed the fol- 
lowing resolutions for the consideration of the Convention; 

I. That the Convention express its gratitude to; 

a. Syd Joseph, for his photography of varieties, and wishing his wife a 
speedy recovery, 

b. Ralph Hinde, past AVA President, wishing him a speedy recovery. 
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c. Harold Schmal, past member, for his efforts in the past to bring in- 
formation about new tokens to the membership. 

d. Bob and Anna Butler, for their outstanding work on the new membership 
roster, as in previous years. 

e. John Coffee, for his tremendous Job as Editor for the past 28 years of 
continuous service. 

f. Roland C. Atwood, for achieving his 80th birthday and for sharing this 
27th Annual Convention with us, in person, 

g. Paul Cunningham and Hal Dunn, for their contribution to the auction and 
their donation to the A.V.A. 

h. Paul and Susan Cunningham, for their work in producing the personal to- 
ken listing, and for obtaining certain new issues for the Hew Issues 
Service. 

i. Hal Dunn, for a splendid job of convention arrangements, and upon his 
election as AVA President, 

j. Roy Nulph, for his efforts in organizing the ULATCO group in Utah, with 
with a special expression of condolence to his family on the death of 
his sister-in-law while he was in attendance at the Convention. 

k. Joel Reznick, for two splendid years as President of AVA, and for all 
his time and effort to make each convention a huge success. 

2, That the Secretary or Acting Secretary make available the previous year's 
minutes at future conventions. 


The Convention adopted all of the above resolutions without dissent. 

Mr. Ritterband then read a report for the Tribute Fund, and explained the fund, 
that it is a tangible way of memorializing someone who has died, not necessarily a 
member, or of honoring someone still living.

= A.V.A. EXECUTIVE BOARD MEETING = 

The A.V.A. Executive iBoard met August 12, 1977, at the Ormsby House in Carson 
City, NV. Present were Reznick, Keiley, Mazeau, Frisbee, Coffee, and Dunn. Discus- 
sion concerned future Convention sites, and Joel Reznick suggested the following; 
Louisville 1978 (already adopted), Kansas City 1979, Nashville or New Orleans 1980, 
Salt Lake City 1981, somewhere in Pennsylvania 1982. Don Mazeau suggested an East 
Coast site earlier than 1982, and John Coffee urged the need of an active local group 
to sponsor a convention. Discussion followed about voting procedures for the Execu- 
tive Board on al I matters. 

John Coffee mentioned a possible future postage rate increase and the affect 
this would have on the cost of The Fare Box, and It was noted that any method of mail- 
ing The Fare Box other than by First Class Mail would require a constitutional amend- 
ment.

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= THE TRAI'fSFER TOKENS OF DESSAU, GEBiaNY = 
By Yosef Sa'ar 
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Like every collector I enjoy obtaining hard to find tokens, especially if they 
come from "difficult" areas. For most American collectors, a difficult area might be 
a snail ferry landing in Kentucky or a tiny bus company in Wyoming. I collect fare 
tokens from around the world; so a difficult area might include the sub^/ay tokens of 
Leningrad, the bus tokens of Bahrain, or the horsecar tokens of Karlovasi on the Is- 
land of Samos. The minimal collector contact with these places is the main reason 
for making their tokens scarce. 

The division of Germany after the Second World War has made it especially dif- 
ficult to obtain tokens from cities that are now in the German Democratic Republic 
and Poland. For this very reason I make an extra effort in these areas. My principle 
might be that a common token from East Germany is more desirable than a similar piece 
from West Germany, Likewise a scarce token from the G.D.R. should be in much greater 
demand than a scarce piece from the Federal Republic. Some people might say this is 
counter to popular philosophy. Collectors like tokens from their own city, state, 
province, or country. What is far away can stay far away. For others the thinking 
might be, "I know my oto country. I want to learn about the distant corners of the 
Earth. " 

All this leads me to two tokens recently obtained from the city of Dessau, now 
in East Germany. With a population of about 100,000, Dessau can be considered small- 
ish by current standards. The Kenneth E. Smith Catalogue lists three tokens from 
Dessau, and three later supplements in The Fare Box (page 8?, 1971; page 6?, 1972; 
page 1375 1975) add another nine pieces. To the twelve known types I can now add two 
more. The descriptions follow: 

UMSTEIGEI4ARKE DESSAUER STRASSENBAHWEN (MIWTI'4ARK) 

B Sq Sd Giiltig BUR bei Direktem Umsteigen. Missbrauch Strafbar (22mm) 

UMSTEIGEMRKE DESSAUER STRASSENBAHN GESELLSCHAFT (MWTIiARK) 

K Sq Sd Giiltig BUR bei Direktem Umsteigen {23mm) 

The first piece is similar to Germany 265 H, but the word "tramways" {strafssenbahnen) 
is plural, and there is a period after Umsteigen, 

There are some things about these Dessau tokens that make them unusual among 
German tokens. Firstly, all fourteen are transfer tokens {umsteigemarke) . There is 
no similar series with such a variety of metals — brass, copper, zinc, and aluminum — 
and shapes — round, square, oval, hexagonal, and triangular. The great majority of 
German transport tokens were issued as emergency coins during the period diuring and 
just after the First World War, 191U-1923. Such a wide variety of transfer tokens as 
used in Dessau may indicate that use continued into the late 1920 's and 1930' s. 

(Most emergency coins of the period carry a value and were not transfer tokens.) 

Finally the mintmark on my two tokens is not like any other I ve seen. It ap- 
pears to be the letter B superimposed on a iringed cross, like a Caduceus. One thing 
is certain, there is a lot of room for research on these interesting tokens of Dessau.

Rockaway Transit Corp. purchased the ferryboat "Commander" in 1949, and operated 
it on a 55-minute round-trip from Sheepshead Bay to Breazy Point & Pvockav^ay Point, 
and used HY 629 L from that year until about three months ago. "Comraander" was built 
in 1917 at Morehead City, N.C. Made of wood, she is 64.6 feet long, operated by a 
165 hp diesel engine x^ith a crew of 3, and can carry 275 passengers. The new firm 
continues with the "Commander" and is now knotm as R-ockaway Boat Lines, Inc. Tokens 
are noxj obsolete (as of about 3 months ago) and four paper tickets are now used; 
blue ticket for $1.50 adult round trip; purple ticket for adult one way, 75C; orange 
ticket for child under 11 round trip, 70d; white ticket for one-v/ay child, 35<?,

Someone is supposed to have reported it to me earlier, but 
this is the first I've heard of it. I also understand there is another, different. 

Delta token. But can't list it till we see it. 

When John Coffee learned tiiat AVA menber Lester Davis v;as General Chairman of 
the huge ANA Convention in Atlanta, he vrrote Les and asked if there would be any tour 
tokens and, if so, could we get a supply for our N.I.S. Les accordingly saw to it 
that v/e received enough of them for our N.I.S. and anyone else who wants one, and at 
a price considerably lower than the high face value of the tokens.

Bistox^iaal Background 

Lake Temiskaming was part of the water route used by the Coureurs de bois on 
their fur trading expeditions from Montreal to Hudson's Bay. Algonquin Indians in- 
habited the area and traded with a post on the east side of the Lake which v/as first 
French and later became Fort Temiskaming of the Hudson's Bay Company, It v/as this 
company that first brought C.C. Parr to the area. He felt that the land north and 
west of the lake had agriculatural possibilities and dreamed of establishing a com- 
munity. The provincial government also convinced, surveyed eight townships in 1986- 
1887. Parr immediately purchased 1,200 acres and began plans for a home and to’.msite. 
The postoffice named "Haileybury, " after Farr's college in England, was opened in 1890. 
The Ontario government established "New Liskeard" five miles north at the mouth of the 
Wabi River in 1893. This area was more centrally located and had water access to the 
interior. It became the agricultural settlement of the "Little Clay Belt." Both 
areas grew rapidly with the influx of farmers and imigrants in spite of the bitter 
winters and hardships of the new frontier. Contact withi the settled areas was needed, 
other tlian by summer water routes. 

Farmers and lumbermen finally convinced the government that a railway was re- 
quired, In 1902 the Temiskaming and Northern Ontario Railway began laying tracks 
from North Day. In 1903 just five miles south of Haileybury native silver and cobalt 
ore was found near the railway right-of-way. The romantic story is that Fred La Rose, 
a blacksmith working for the railway contractors, threw his hammer at a fox, striking 
not the animal but baring a rock of moss to reveal a silver vein. Credit is also 
given to McKinley and Darragh who discovered a rich silver vein while searching for 
trees suitable for use as railway ties. The point of discovery was named Cobalt as 
was a nearby lake. The toom town quickly became famous throughout Canada and the 
world. In the first 60 years Cobalt Mines gave up over 500,000,000 ounces of silver 
and millions of dollars more in dividends. The years 1909 to 1914 were the greatest 
producing years. 

Haileybury had a townsite v/aiting for people and grew very rapidly while the 
tent city of Cobalt grew with squatters settling near the mines and trails. At that 
time tliere was a law which prohibited alcohol from being sold witliin five miles of a 
working mine, Haileybury qualified, and its big hotels were very popular with Cobalt 
miners. North Cobalt was laid out south of and adjacent to Haileybury. This was the 
planned area of the "City of Cobalt." The postoffice that opened under the name of 
Port Cobalt, in 1904, in the area now knoim as Argentite, was moved to the nev; town- 
site and renamed North Cobalt. North Cobalt was never incorporated, but was offici- 
ally the "Municipality of thw To^mship of Bucke," v/hich was incorporated in 1902. 

(The township amalgamated with the town of Haileybury, taking the name of the latter 
in 1971.) The subject area was located some^vhat centrally in a large northern forest 
area known as tlie District of tJipossing. This fact is most certainly the source of 
the name "Nipissing Central," given to a railway company incorporated in 1907 to ser- 
vice the mining, agriculatural and lumbering interests in the area. In 1912 boundar- 
ies were changed to form smaller districts. Haileybury, after much coiroetition, be- 
came the judicial seat of the nev^ly formed "District of Temiskaming." 

Nipissing Central Railway 

The Nipissing Central Railv/ay received a federal charter with the intention of 
creating not only a network of lines v^ithin the Temiskaming area but also a line north 
to the national transcontinental railway and to the northern area of the Province of 
Quebec, The local mining area was the most important and the "Nova Scotia Contruct- 
ion Company" began laying lines for an electric radial from the to\-m of Cobalt through 
Bucke Township to the Town of Haileybury, in 1909. 

The official opening took place April 30, 1910, although the new green and yel- 
low radials had been running the 30-minute trip since January. The original line 
started at the end of Argentite Street in Cobalt and ran along a private right-of- 
way through the township before going onto Cross Lake Road, King Street, Lakeview 
Avenue and Main Street in North Cobalt. The railway followed Georgina Avenue into 
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Haileybury, turned onto Blackwell Street and then turned onto Ferguson Avenue and 
Lakeshore Road as far as Browning Street. The Nipissing Central Railway used a small 
white metal token, IS.Srnm in diameter, the same size as the Canadian silver 5<? piece, 
and it probably was issued for tlie original route. 

T. & N.O, and Expansion 

The government-owned Temiskaming and Northern Ontario Railway soon realized that 
there was money to be made with regularly scheduled service between communities and 
that future lines of the N.C.R. might bring unwanted competition. The Radial’s fed- 
eral charter was also an asset, so the T. s N.O. purchased the small electric railway 
in June, 1911, for $250,000. 

In November, 1912, the tracks were extended along Lakeshore Road in Haileybury to 
an electrified spur line of the T, & N.O. From here the railway ran along the T. & 
N.O. right-of-way before entering New Liskeard on Lakeshore road. The line continued 
along Lakeshore Road, T^JhitewDod Avenue and Armstrong Street before ending at the term- 
inal near the Wabi River in Nevr Liskeard. 

Freight Service 

Carrying freight was also important to the Nipissing Central, Spur lines ser- 
viced the Haileybury I'Tharf, a lumber mill, and a brick company. In 1914 the N.C.Ry. 
electricified the T. S N.O. Railway’ s4-mile Cobalt to Kerr Lake spur which had been 
built in 1907-8. The spur line ran freight and an hourly passenger service for min- 
ers to such prosperous and colourful silver mines as the Kerr Lake, Crown Reserve, 
Drimmond, McKinley-Darragh, Nipissing, Provincial, Beaver, and Timiskaming Mines, 

The old line from North Cobalt to Cobalt was abandoned with a new line running 
parallel to the T. & N.O. main line to a terminal a fev/ hundred yards east of the 
busv Cobalt station, being also the start of the route to Kerr Lake. Also abandoned 
was a timber trestle bridge which allowed the original N.C.Ry. rails to cross the T. 

& N.O, main line near North Cobalt. The concrete abutments remain today. 

The Nipissing Central played an important role in the early years of the Tri- 
Towns. There was great rivalry between the communities in sports and other endeavors. 
Big dance bands from New York, live theatre, and hockey teams in the league that later 
became the National Hockey League, provided much interest and entertainment. The N.C. 
Ry, provided transportation to these and other events. It was said that there were 
more millionaires living in Haileybury than in Toronto, and the latter was known as 
the junction where you changed trains for Cobalt, 

The best year for Nipissing Central activities was 1916 v^hen it carried 1,439,890 
passengers on its equipr-ient which consisted of five electric motor passenger cars, one 
baggage snow plough motor and two flat cars for freight. The passenger cars xi^ere 
probably all of the exquisite arched-window type of wooden coach made by the Preston 
Car £ Coach Ccsnpany of Preston, Ontario. 

The Nipissing Central Railway Company's office and car barns were located in 
North Cobalt. In 1917 the car shops burned with almost all of the equipment inside. 
Service was suspended until several used cars were purchased from the East St. Louis, 
Columbia & Waterloo Railroad. 

Demise 

There was less demand for silver after World War I; ore was harder to mine, and 
miners were leaving Cobalt for the gold nines of Porcupine and Kirkland Lake. A good 
portion of the radial's business was to transport thirsty miners from Cobalt to the 
fine hotels in Haileybury. But v/ith the passing of the Ontario Temperance Act, hotels 
quickly sprang up in Cobalt, thus ending a good arrangement for the railway. In 1922 
a forest fire swept through ilaileybury and North Cobalt, reducing nine-tenths of the 
communities to ashes. The car barns relocated in 1917 v/ere saved, although at least 
one car was lost. Again, streetcars were important to the area, but this time not 
for transportation. The City of Toronto had recently replaced its wooden streetcars 
with modern steel ones, so sent the old ones north for accommodation for tlie homeless. 

The Kerr Lake branch was dropped in 1925, The depression also hurt the N.C.Ry. 
and by 1935 not only was the railway not running freight, but v/as not making much 
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profit on its passenger services. The electric railway beti^een Cobalt, North Cobalt- 
Haileybury and New Liskeard ceased operations in 1935. At the time of closure cars 
left the Cobalt and New Liskeard terminals hourly and passed at a special double track 
on Lakeshore Road, near browning Street in Haileybury before completing the 12-mile 
run. Fares then were 2 tickets for 25<? or IS*? cash drop. In the early years school 
children paid 30*? for 10 tickets and workmen purchased 7 for 42*?, Cash fare in 1928 
was 10*?. 

Nipissing Central Steam Line 

The Nipissing Central is still of value to its parent, the Temiskaming and North- 
ern Ontario Railway because of its federal charter. As a matter of interest the T, & 
N.O. changed its name to "Ontario Nortlriland Railway" in 1946. The change avoided fur- 
ther confusion with the "Texas & New Orleans Railway" and was a more appropriate name 
for a railvjay vjhich had extended far beyond the Temiskaming region. The railroad had 
a branch line into the Swastika-Kirkland Lake area shortly after the discovery of 
gold, and later extended its line under the Nipissing Central charter to the Larder 
Lake gold area and on to the Ontario-Ouebec border town of Cheminis. After a court 
battle the railway, in 1927, reached the rich copper raining camps of Rouyn-Noranda. 

The line from Swastika to Rouyn-Noranda was operated by the Nipissing Central Railway 
{from the T. & N.O. head office in North Bay) until 1941 when it leased its property 
to the T. & N.O. for $1 per year. Although it has no rolling stock, the Nipissing 
Central Raili/ay Company’s federal charter is the legal authority for all "Ontario 
Northland" service into Northwestern Ouebec, to this day,

Last month the Editor received a letter from Mr. Randolph Kean, a non-member who 
is doing research into the history of street railways in Charlottesville, Virginia. 
Together with his letter Mr. Kean sent a photograph of a previously unknown token, 
which Is listed this month In Ralph Freiberg's Catalogue Supplement. Mr. Kean's let- 
ter contains all the necessary information about the token, so I can do no better than 
simply quote his letter here: 

"Dear Sirs: I enclose an enlarged photograph of a transportation token I recent- 
ly discovered^ and which I wish to report to you for inclusion in the next edition of 
your catalog. This token is printed in black ink on thin buff or cream cardboard; 
the reverse side is blank. I found two copies in the Valentine papers in the lixnu- 
script Dept, of the Alderman Library^ University of Virginia^ Charlottesville, Va. 

One token (the one photographed) is in like new condition; the other is badly worn. 

"The Charlottesville and University Street Railmy Company was incorporated on 
March 30, 1887; first operation was on June 11, 1887; the last day of operation ins 
on January 28, 1895. This railvny operated at first with horse povier, but later 
mules vyere used. Its fare was five cents. These school tokens were sold at 100 for 
$3,00; they were on sale in September 1891, hut the date of their first sale is un- 
known, 

"The above information is from my article, "Early Street Railways and the Devel- 
opment of Ch.arlottesville," which is being published now by the Albemarle County His- 
torical Society, It is my understanding that this photograph of the railway's school 
token will be included as one of the illustrations accompanying my article idien it 
appears in print, "

We begin the month with a beautiful cable car token frora my home city. For 
some time various travel agencies have been issuing tickets for rides on cable cars. 
There was no way for the conductors to register the ticket fares and at times the 
tickets v/ere not turned in for redemption. Hov/ever the new token is rung up as a 
cash fare so the conductor turns in a quarter or token at the end of the day. These 
tokens are also sold in souvenir cards (4 on a card) for $2.75 at the Cable Car Mus- 
eum. tihen Don Thrall reported the token I went down to investigate and v;as able to 
buy a supply for the New Issues Service. The ones I was able to buy are tokens that 
were actually used and returned to Amtour Company for redemption, so any sent out by 
W. I.S. have already seen actual use. TWA wanted to cooperate with Amtour, so the TWA 
logo was used on the tokens. Perhaps some other company in the future may also want 
to cooperate, and v/e shall have tokens with other logos on them. 

Joel Reznick investigated the Matanzas Inlet Bridge token, and learned that the 
bridge was completed in 1926 and was the first of a series of bridges in the area. 
Later it went into receivership and the State took over. Possibly the token was used 
after the State took over. The bridge has been abandoned and replaced by the Claude 
D. Varn Bridge three years ago. The toll on the old bridge was, indeed, 25^. 

Bill Lonney had ov/ned the Hilo, Hawaii, token since his days in World War II, and 

brought it v/ith him to the Carson City Convention, v;here he showed it to me and John 
Coffee. VJe assumed it was a companion piece to Hawaii 210 D. 

Two thousand sets of the Hutchinson, KS, taxi tokens were ordered for use by sen- 
ior citizens, but the company had difficulties and went out of business before the 

tokens could be used. The City then took over and decided not to use the tokens, so 
auctioned them off and they were bought by Lewis Withington, He sent a supply of them 
to Nicolosi for the New Issues Service, so they will be sent to N.I.S. members, and 
non-members of N.I.S. may get them directly from Mr. Withington. In ray correspondence 
with him, he also stated his certainty Idiat Unidentified #122 {owned by John Coffee) 
is from Hutchinson, as the McVay family have a long history of running transportation 
in that city. Dave Jordan, operating independently, had come to the same conclusion. 
Incidentally the Yellov/ Cab was taken over by the City on September 17, 1975. 

On Page 132 of the October 1973 Fare Box a "Truck" token was listed for the Mary- 
land highways, but I figured it might be incorrect as had never seen a photo or rub- 
bing. So we deleted it for the 1977 Supplement. This got our friend Goeller going, 
and he sent me one, and now we list it, correctly. These to):ens probably were made 
early in 1973, as our Meyer & Wenthe records stop late in 1972 for these things. At 
this point I shall add that there are (Vars. ) on the Md 670 A B C D and E tokens, but 
so far none on the 670 F. A few of 670 A have shc«-;n up without counterstamps or num- 
erals. 670 B E and F have numerals, while C and D were not numbered. To note one 
more tiling: add a slash mark to obverse after MARYLAND / to Supplement on obverse. 

See article elsewhere in this issue on the Charlottesville token. 

I mentioned the Wlieeling token on Page 79 of the May 1977 Pare Box, and forgot 
to give it a formal listing. The token was used on a towboat across the Ohio River 
back in the 1890 's. 

Roice Rider {and others) v;rote John Coffee asking why the 1977 Supplement had 
"mistakenly" listed Wis 825 D as aluminum, when they owned the token and it was brass. 
Obviously we were dealing with a new token, as the 825 D definitely was aluminum. 

John Nicolosi wrote them but got no information. So we prevailed on Floyd Barnett to 
drive over and get a supply for the New Issues Service, which he did. This is one 
more case of the value of asking "How come?" if you don't understand a listing. 

When he reported the Hutchinson tokens, Ihr. Withington also reported a new one 
for the Philippines, which he said his son had brought back liome with him. There 
could be more dates of these tokens. We don't have any members around there to ask 
questions for us. 

A letter from T.H. Robinson informs us that La 520 A was also used in Pine Bluff, 
Ark. Token does mention Pine Bluff but I never got the connection. Both lines were 
operated by the same person. In Pine Bluff the token was used on a line from Pine 
Bluff to the Pine Bluff Arsenal. Line started early in 1942 and continued till 1955, 
owned by Jimmy Owens of Overton, Tex,, same man who owned Camp Polk Dus Service.

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= THE MONTREAL & LACHINE RAILROAD TOKEN =

Just as the conpletion of the Erie Canal in 1825 iiad hastened the construction 
of the St. La^inrence canal system (Lachine Canal), so the expansion of the American 
railroads and its encroachments upon the commercial hinterland of Montreal provided 
the stimulus for Canadian railway construction. The St. Lawrence and Welland canals 
had been built to draw tlie export and import trade of the midwest to Montreal. Not 
only had tliis objective not been achieved, but x;hat was even more ominous the trade 
of Canada itself was beinq attracted to New York and Boston by the netir American rail- 
roads rather than to Montreal by the St. Lav;rence canals. No sooner had the Canadian 
canal system been completed than it became apparent that even more strenuous efforts 
would be required, not only to challenge the spreading influence of the American At- 
lantic ports, but even to retain the limited traffic which the Canadian route was thus 
far managing to secure. 

Several railway companies were chartered in the 1830 's and early 1840 's, but the 
difficulty of raising capital during a period of depression and political unrest, com- 
bined with a concentration of interest in canals, prevented any important construction 
being undertaken. A few small railways v/ere actually built, however, most of them 
being the portage type: that is, they were built around rapids on the rivers and were 
intended to supplement water transportation, A 16-mile line v/as constructed around the 
rapids on the Richelieu River in 1836 to facilitate trade and travel between Montreal 
and New York, and in 1847 an 8-mile short line v/as built around the Lachine rapids be- 
tween Montreal and the city of Lachine, 

In 1344 James Ferrier of Montreal and his associates began to plan the construc- 
tion of a railvray from the foot of navigation on Lake St, Louis (part of the St, Lav/- 
rence River) to the city of Montreal. The purpose of this railway was to shorten the 
time required to transport people and goods from the river boats of the St. Lawrence 
to tlie lake boats, v;hich could pass through the Lachine Canal to the upper St. La\/- 
rence River and the Great Lakes. In the winter \irhen the canal was closed the railway 
was able to carry local traffic especially since Montreal ^vas spreading westward 
towards Lachine, 

The railway v/as built parallel to the Lachine Canal using material excavated from 
the canal, which was then being enlarged. The construction of the railway was diffi- 
cult especially through the marshes, where the track had to be supported on wooden 
pilings. It is said that two steam locomotives were lost in the swap at Turcot. 

When the Montreal & Lachine Railroad began operations in 1847, this marked the 
opening phase of public transportation in Montreal. The railway was incorporated in 
1846 under the laws of the Province of Canada v/ith a capital of £75,000 to build a 
railway from Montreal to Lachine and also to operate steamers on the St. Lav;rence and 
Ottawa rivers. One of the directors of tlie railway was William Molson, a descendant 
of John Molson Senior, one of Canada's most distinguished businessmen. 

The terminus of the railv/ay was situated at Chaboillez Square on Saint-Bonaven- 
ture Street (now known as St. James Street West) . The station borrov^ed and perpetua- 
ted the name long after the street had been renamed and it later became known as Bona 
venture Station. The terminus in Lachine was located at the wharf near 32nd Avenue 
where steamers departed for the ports in the Upper Province. 

The Montreal & Lachine Railroad became an enormous success. It took only twenty 
minutes from either terminus, according to a guide issued in 1851, which also showed 
six trains daily, regularly scheduled each way. Later the railway became one of sev- 
eral alternate routes to the United States via a ferry from Lachine to Caughnawaga and 
then through St, Isidore, Hemmingford, Mooers (New York) , to Plattsburgh and the Lake 
Champlain steamers, all by August 15, 1852. The railway amalgamated with the Lake St. 
Louis & Province Line Railv7ay in 1850 to form the Montreal & Nex^r York Railroad Co, 

This north-south route v/as preferable, for a short tine, to that of its competitor, 
the Champlain & St. Lav/rence Railroad, for it avoided the rather lengthy water journey 
from Montreal to Laprairie. 

The first steam locomotive on the Island of Montreal was operated by the Montreal 
S Lachine Railroad. It was named the "Lachine" and, on November 19, 1847, it hauled 
the first official train carrying the Governor-General Lord Elgin and Lady Elgin from 
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Montreal to Lachine in 21 minutes. On November 30, 1847, the locomotive had its 
first accident when the engine and tender jumped the track five miles from Montreal 
because of a faulty rail. 

The locomotive was purchased from Norris Brothers of Philadelphia in 1847, but 
it was later replaced by tvro nevj locomotives, in 1848, the "James Perrier" and the 
"Montreal," from Kinmonds and Company, Lillybank Foundry in Dundee, Scotland. The 
railv/ay then sold the "Lachine" to the Champlain & St. Lawence Railroad, which re- 
named it the "Champlain" and ran it until i860 when it had logged 33,600 miles. 

The flontreal & Lachine Railroad retained its original function largely unchal- 
lenged as a suburban carrier until 1896, when the Montreal, Park fi Island Railway 
opened its electric line between the two cities. By this time the original railway 
had been integrated in 1864 into the Grand Trunk Railroad system, and later in 1923 
into the Canadian National Railway. Service between Montreal and Lachine remained in- 
tact essentially over the original route of the railway until 1960, when buses re- 
placed the streetcars. Thus it was discontinued after nearly 113 years of service. 

When the Montreal & Lachine Railroad began operations in 1847 the use of the 
railway became so popular that the company iras forced to use a token. The company 
issued a round copper 34mm third class token in lieu of railway tickets because ord- 
inary tickets were not convenient for Indians and workmen, who V7ere labouring on the 
Lachine Canal and who formed the bull of the third class travel. The tokens were 
made in Birmingham, England, v/ith a center hole so that they were strung on a wire 
while they were collected by the conductor. The remaining balance of the tokens were 
melted at St. Lambert, Quebec, in 1862 by the Montreal & Champlain Railroad. 

The token is listed in Breton's book as #530, in Leroux's book as #600, and in 
Atwood as Que 620 M. 

In 1947 the City of Lachine celebrated the 100th anniversary of its first rail- 
way by striking a replica of the original 3rd class token in copper, silver, and gold. 
A specimen set exists at a local museum. The token differs from the original in that 
the dates "1847" and "1947" appear at the sides of the locomotive. There are other 
differences such as in the design of the locomotive and the beaver's surroundings, to 
differentiate the original from the copy. 

The old Lachine Canal still exists as a park in Lachine. Near the canal some of 
the railway bed and the right of way can be seen by observant visitors. The City of 
Lachine has also erected a commemorative plaque near the site of the railway. It 
pictures two steam locomotives and is inscribed, "Commemorating the One Hundredth An- 
niversary of the Opening on November 19, 1847, of The First Railway on the Island of 
Montreal, the Montreal and Lachine Railroad, Now Part of the Canadian National Rail- 
ways. 1847-1947." The plaque is circular with a picture of the first locomotive 
above, while below it pictures a modern streamlined locomotive. The plaque is sit- 
uated in a stone monument which is about 6^5' in size. It lies about 50 yards from 
the Lachine Canal on St. Joseph & 21st Avenue, facing 2100 St. Joseph, which is the 
old post office.

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the tokens out free to their guests during the spring and summer of 1977. Unfortu- 
nately business was not good, and the program didn’t go over well, and Mr. Pennington 
is now out of business. A few of the wooden tokens were used, but not many. But they 
came directly from the source, they were used, and so they are definitely legitimate. 
Now the good news: Joel got a quantity of them for AVA members, and anyone can buy a 
set from Joel for $2.50 postpaid. See his ad elsevhere in this issue. This is prob- 
ably the only available supply and after these are gone they will be no more. 

We don't know much about the Orangeburg, SC, token except that it appears to be 
an old depotel token, which is strange because depotels generally are from the Mid- 
west only. 

The Luling, TX, tokens were in an auction of the Strough estate held last Feb- 
ruary, and we have taken the token descriptions from the auction list. We didn't get 
the size of the 580 C, and trust that Hank Reidling, who now owns the token, will re- 
port it to us.

These were used by a Mr. Streeter, who still has a small carnival which makes 
the state fairs in the South, but I am uncertain of the location of his headquarters. 
It seems that a couple of Mr. Streeter’s trucks broke down, and my friend fixed them. 
In the course of the conversation between Streeter and my friend, tokens came up, be- 
cause I had given my friend an Atwood Catalogue a couple years ago as a Christmas 
present. Mr. Streeter gave my friend about ten of these tokens. But they come in 
both brass and bronze, and these ten were all that Streeter had left. They were 
used for rides, but also for gambling or tossing in order not to get the local law 
down on him. I believe they sold at 6 for Si. 00 and were good for any 25ir ride or 
game. They were used in the t940's and early I950’s.

I would like to delete the solid token as I believe it is an unpunched solid of the 
revised 860 F. So if you have the solid token will you let me know, and also let

It seems that Meyer & Wenthe, when they made tokens, hardly ever were there more 
than two or three unpunched solids. But when Scoville made tokens, lots and lots of 
unpunched solids and other errors would show up. 

In the last few years another company, Osborne Coinage, has been striking large 
quantities of tokens and they seem — like Scoville — to make a lot of unpunched solid 
errors. For instance they made Cal 575 Q, of which there must be over 50 solids 
around. Another one they made is NY 630 AS, of which there are also a good 50 solids 
in existence. So do we just keep quiet about the solids, or class them as separate 
issues, or v/hat? 
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= DEPOT HOTEL DATING “ WISCONSIN = 
By Gerald Johnson 
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^teny years ago when I was very young (in collecting), the notion came to me that 
some day I’d possess all of the depot hotel tokens of the State of Wisconsin, Need- 
less to say that was a farfetched dream. But in the pursuit and search for these rare 
jewels of the vecturlst's cabinet, many Interesting stories turned up, several new 
tokens were discovered, and the honor of a couple of John Coffee's famous "conference" 
phone calls was bestowed upon me. Gradually the file of data, clippings, letters and 
printed rrateriats concerning hotel bussmen grew, filling four folders to the bursting 
point. New token discoveries added new towns, and it became apparent that no one per- 
son would ever live long enough to possess an example of each Wisconsin depot hotel 
token. It was then that the realization of the value of the data and paper that had 
been accumulated began to dawn on me. The stories that have come out of the search 
have soothed the pain of not having the token possession, and the years have proven 
(to a point) that all things, including tokens, come to those who wait. Part of the 
huge file of depot hotel information came from Wisconsin State Gazetteers and county 
histories found in the University of Wisconsin Library, the state gazetteers running 
from 1878 to 1934, and having been issued every two years during that period. All 
the recorded data concerning omnibus operators in these gazetteers were painstakingly 
photocopied, and the larger livery stable listings of known operators were catalogued 
for future reference. 


From this information an overview of depot hotel history in Wisconsin was pos- 
sible. In this way only the bussman on whose token there was no name remained in the 
shadows. The token-represented depot hotel bussman story in Wisconsin covers an In- 
credible forty years, from 1884 (and perhaps before that date on the T. Serton token) 
to 1924 when Sherm Luce of Baraboo and the Mitchell and Olson line of Dodgeville were 
last listed. To be sure the written records on these fascinating little bus fines 
are sketchy and surely incomplete, but using the Atwood Catalogue listing of Wisconsli 
cities, and those depot hotel tokens with bussmen's names, it is possible to date at 
least In part the token-using depot hotel buses. means Data Incomplete)

= NEiJ YORK CITY TRANSIT AUTHORITY NOSTALGIA SPECIAL = 

By Julius C. Berneburg 

The Transit Authority operates the Transit Exhibit in the old unused Court Street 
Station (BI-fT Shuttle Line) in Brooklyn. This station and shuttle line were in use for 
about ten years, 1931 to 1941. The station, lower level, and the change booth area, 
upper level, constitute a great museum. 

The full length of the station platform, tracks and the entire upper level con- 
tain old Bt4T cars (on the tracks), the latest model cars, scale models of trains, 
buses and trolleys; car motors and controls, an operating subway switching tower, sig- 
nals--ail of which are fully described and explained by excellent guides. Incidental- 
ly the toiler uas "on location” for the filming of the movie about the taking of the 
Pelham Bay Express starring Walter Matthau. Also exhibited are fascinating old tran- 
sit pictures, bus controls and many other items too numerous to list. Three excellent 
short movies are shown — a cartoon film, one of the now non-existent 3rd Avenue El, 
and another film shovi?ing the various transit lines. 

The lecturers and guides are most knowledgeable. A gift shop offers memorabilia: 
pictures, brochures, patches, used transit material, etc. 

Trains leave the IND (old BOT) Subv/ay Station at 57th Street S 6th Avenue (par- 
don me. Avenue of the Americas) in Manhattan on Saturdays, Sundays and holidays at 
12:45 pm. Two trains are run on Sundays, the second at 1:15 pm. They use the IND 
tracks to the Transit Exhibit at Court Street where ample time is given to see the ex- 
hibits. After the passengers return to the train it proceeds express to the Rockaways. 
When the train emerges above ground it uses the former Long Island RR tracks and tres- 
tle across marshes and Jamaica Bay to Rockaway. There is an excellent view of the 
New York City skyline and Kennedy Airport. 

There is a half-hour stop at Rockaway for relief, a snack or even a quick dash to 
see the ocean two blocks away. Then, back to the train and an express return to the 
57th Street Station via a different IND line. 

The charge of $3 ($1.50 for children) gives excellent value for this four-hour 
"Nostalgia Special." The exhibit entrance fee is included in this "fare"--the ex- 
hibit without the ride costs only 50$.

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= THE VARIETIES PROJECT = 
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Recently the Editor had some correspondence r)ith Syd Joseph^ who is anchor 
man for our Varieties Project. His letter to me of Decenher 29 was so com- 
prehensive I asked if I could run it in THE FARE BOX^ as he wrote it, and 
he consented. This interesting and informative letter from Syd Joseph on 
the Varieties Project follows: 

"It goes without saying that unless one gets just a few words of encouragement 
he's most likely to lose interest, especially in a project of this nature.

= NOTES BY RALPH FREIBERG ■= 

Brief notes this month because many of the listed tokens were reported to John 
Coffee rather than to me, and v/e don't have too much information about them. First 
the Massachusetts pattern. This was probably striick by Scoville, which has not made 
tokens for over 20 years, but every now and then an oddball struck by them will show 
up. Brad Clarke found it in a coin shop one block from where John Coffee lives. 

The Park Central Hotel in Gallipolis, Ohio, was listed in Dun directories from 
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1905 to 1921. There was an article about the Thompsontown Bridge on Page 59 of the 

April 1977 Fare Box 

The Plainview, Texas, token was listed in the April 1977 Fare Box as Unidentified 
and is pictured on Page 62 of that issue. Since then Don Punshon learned that there 
was a Ware Hotel in Plainvie^r, and that a C.A. Gilbert is listed in directories from 
the same city, so the neii? corrected listing is indicated. 

The Miscellaneous token is an odd one which may have been used somev/here or may 
be a sample. If you come across something like this always report it if it isn't 
already listed. 

I-lr. Weighell reported tliat the Cornwall, Ont. , tokens are used by service clubs 
and organizations which don't want to give out cash for transportation use. So far 
letters to the company have not been answered, so we doubt if the Hew Issues Service 
will be able to get this one. 

Speaking of Canadian tokens, the token listed under Mada\/aska, Me., was used on 

a bus line which operated on both sides of the border. In addition to Madawaska, it 

operated between St. Francois, Edraundston, St, Leonard, and Grand Falls, W.B. The 
line was sold in 1953 and has since been discontinued. The tokens were shipped by 
Meyer & Wenthe to an address in Madawaska, Maine, but it now appears that they were 
mostly, if not exclusively, used on the Canadian side of the border. This information 
was sent in by Mr. Jean Levesque, 

Alan Weighell also reports that Canada is considering making nev/ smaller one cent 
coins which will be the same size as our 16nm tokens . The idea of reducing cents from 
the present 19.05mm to 16nim is to save on copper, but it will really cause havoc in 
those places where 16mm bus or subway tokens are in use. 

A few months ago I mentioned some tokens which v;ere probably used on turnpikes.
